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PEACE COMMISSION’S WORK| NEWPORT PERSONAL TAXES. 


A Day in Conference with Major 
Gen. Merritt’ on the Ques- 
tion of the Philippines. 


AN EXCHANGE OF MESSAGES 


President McKinley Thanks President 
Faure for Various Courtesies, and 
the Latter Sends a Cordial 
Reply to Washington. 


PARIS, Oct. 4-—The American Peace 
Commissioners determined to devote to- 
day’s session to a conference with Major 
Gen. Merritt, who arrived at the offices of 
the commission at 10 o’clock, just as the 
Commissioners were convening. The ses- 
sion began at 10 o’clock, and lasted until 
1 o’clock in the afternoon. Gen. Merritt 
detailed to the Commissioners his personal 
views and those of Admiral Dewey regard- 
ing the physical, geographical, moral, and 
political conditions prevailing in the Phil- 
ippine Islands. 

Gen. Merritt’s exposition of his personal 
views and judgment about the Philippine 
Islands Was not finished to-day. He will 
meet the commission again to-morrow, when 
he will continue to discharge his errand 
here. 

President Montero Rios of the Spanish 
Commission and his colleagues were busy 
to-day with telegraphic and other corre- 
spondence. Sefior Rios denied himself to 
all callers. 

A newspaper, Le Petit Bleu, this morn- 
ing declares it has authority for the state- 
ment that-it has been decided that “‘an 
adjustment relative to Cuba will be first 
discussed at the next meeting, owing to in- 
cidents whith have recently taken place 
in the Philippine Islands.”” The same news- 
paper remarks that Sefior Rios yesterday 
“bought three copies of a work on inter- 
national law by one of our most eminent 
jurists.” The Petit Bleu does not accept 
the view that the work of the commissions 
will be concluded before December, but 
expresses the belief that it will require a 
longer time. 

The United States Ambassador, Gen. Hor- 
ace Porter. will give a dinner in honor of 
the American Commission to-morrow after- 
noon, and next week Gen, Porter will give 
a dinner in honor of both commissions at 
the United States Embassy. 

The Spanish Peace Commissioners were 
received this afternoon at 4 o’clock by 
President Faure, at the Elysée Palace. The 
members of the Spanish Commission were 
presented by the Spanish Ambassador, 
Sefior Leon y Castillo, and Sefior Rios ex- 
pressed the gratification of the commission 
at meeting the President of France. 

At 4:45 P. M., immediatel¥ following the 
reception of the Spaniards, the members of 
the American Peace Commission were re- 
ceived by President Faure at the Elysée 
Palace. Gen. Porter met the Commission- 
ers on the steps of the Court of Honor, and 
they proceeded to the grand salon. Presi- 
dent Faure, surrounded by a few members 
f his official household, received Gen. Por- 
ter, who presented Judge Day and the 
other members of the United States Com- 
mission in turn, after which Judge Day 
presented to President Faure a cable mes- 
sage from President McKinley. It was 
‘dated Sept. 30, and was addressed to “ His 
Excellency M. Faure, President of the Re- 
public,” ‘and was signed ‘ Willlam Mc- 
Kinley, President of the United States.”” It 
read as follows: 

“On this occasion, when the commissions 
of the United States and Spain are about 
to assemble at the capital of France to ne- 
gotiate peace, and when the representatives 
of this Government are receiving the hos- 
pitality and good-will of the republic, I beg 
to tender you my most friendly personal 
greeting and the assurances of my grateful 
appreciation of your kind courtesies to the 
American Commissioners.” 


President Faure, in replying, very cour- 
teously expressed his appreciation of the 
cordial sentiments uttered and heartily re- 
ciprocated them. He further remarked that 
everything possible would be done for the 
comfort of the Commissioners, and conclud- 
ed by saying: “‘ As the name of Lafayette 
is held dear in the United States, so is the 
name of Washington revered in France.” 
The President then added that he would 
immediately transmit directly to President 
McKinley his reply to the latter’s cordial 
message, which was as follows: 

“TI have had great pleasure in receiving 
the American Plenipotentiaries to the His- 
pano-American Peace Commission. During 
the course of an audience, Mr. Day read 
the telegram which you so graciously sent 
me, I am very much touched by the senti- 
ments which your Excellency has been kind 
enough to express, and I heartily thank you 
for them. I hope the American Commis- 
sioners will have kind recollections of their 
sojourn in Paris, which I shall try to ren- 
der agreeable to them, and I sincerely hope 
for a happy termination of the pacific work 
of the commission.” 

La Patrie this evening prints an interview 
said to have been had with Gen. Rafael 
Cerero y Saenz of the Spanish Peace Com- 
mission, in which he is represented as say- 
ing: 

“Peace between Spain and the United 
States will complicate all the Eastern ques- 
tions. The day upon which the prelimina- 
ries are signed the first chapter in the new 
history of Europe will be commenced, as 
the United States henceforth will play a 
preponderant réle in events of which differ- 
ent parts of the world will be the theatre. 

“It has been pretended that Spain want- 
ed war, or, at least, allowed herself to be 
dragged into it. This is a mistake, since the 
United States have long coveted our colo- 
nies. They introduced separatist and au- 
tonomic ideas into Cuba—ideas which were 
not shared by a majority of the inhabitants 
of the island. Influences of all kinds have 
been brought into play to excite risings; 
and hence ensued a war the consequences 
of which may be so prejudicial to ourselves 
and may affect all European interests. 

“The North Americans, on their side, will 
be compelled to create at once the naval 
forces demanded by the situation brought 
about by events. The stronger the United 
States are the more tneir friendship will be 
sought after, and the more also their ri- 
valry will be feared by all European na- 
tions. 


“Look at the extreme Orient, where 
France, Russia, Germany, and England are 
powerful rivals... If the Americans install 
themselves in the Philippines, the situation 
will be greatly modified; and they will not 
hesitate to seek the friendship of Japan and 
England, to the detriment of all other na- 
tions. This will be for America a truly 
privileged situation, but the diplomatic rdéle 
will be rendered proportionately more diffi- 
cult.”’

THE QUEBEC CONFERENCE. 


Slender Prospect of a Settlement of 


Questions Pending Between 


America and Canada. 


QUEBEC, Oct. 4.—Several of the sub-com- 
mittees of the International Commission 
have met to-day, and to-night rumors are 
flying about that several questions have 
been settled and that final reports have 
been made to the joint, commission. 

Among other things, the story is told that 
the Alaskan boundary question has been 
settled, and that the report has been turned 
over to the joint commission.

In fact, it is known that the com- 
mission has not yet arrived at an under- 
standing upon any one of the important 
questions. 

At present there is little probability that 
there will be any definite adjustment of any 
of the questions prior to the adjournment. 
To-morrow an Official announcement wili 
probably be made as to when the confer- 
ence will adjourn and where it will next 
meet. 


“IINCENDIARIES TIED THE BELL. 


Fourteen Business Houses Burned at 
Lowell, Ind. 


CROWN POINT, Ind., Oct. 4.—Incendia- 
ries tied the fire bell down so that it would 
not ring, and set fire to the town of Low- 
ell, this county, early this morning, and in 
three hours fourteen business houses were 
destroyed. The town had no fire protec- 
tion,.and this fact, coupled with the bell be- 
ing tied, so that assistance could not be 
called, made it impossible to prevent the 
spread of the flames, The loss is estimated 
at $50,000, with little or no insurance. 

Among the buildings burned were the 
atichols Opera House, the Viant Building, 
Waters’s drug store, the Post Office, Hay- 
ward’s studio, and The Record printing of- 
fice. 


LEITER FAMILY TO MOVE. 


Will Occupy Mrs. George Middleton's 
Handsome Chicago House This 
Winter. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 4.—On Oct. 15 L. Z. Leiter 
and his family will desert the old house at 
4 Tower Court and move into one of the 
great palaces of Michigan Boulevard, the 
residence of Mrs. weorge Middleton, who 
will go to the Pacific Coast for the Winter 
in search of health. 

It is understood that the Leiter family in- 
tends to entertain on a lavish scale during 
the coming Winter season, and that, in 
casting about for a suitable residence, Mr. 
and Mrs. Leiter found this boulevard palace 
on the market for sale or lease, and secured 
it until June next, with the privilege of 
three years more. at a yearly rental of 
about $15,000. This 1s said to be reason- 
able, as the property is valued at $200,000. 

The Leiters take the house, furnished just 
as it is, from top floor to kitchen, with the 
exception of the books in the library. The 
house contains twenty-two rooms, includ- 
ing magnificent drawing rooms, sumptuous- 
ly furnished; dining and breakfast rooms, 
music room, billiard room, library, and 
grand ballroom, the whole being lighted by 
one of the largest private electrical plants 
in the city.

the Hagenbeck show of World’s Fair fame.

AN ISLAND SWEPT AWAY 


From Twenty to Fifty ~ People 
Said to Have Lost Their 
Lives in Georgia. 


FOUR DEATHS AT BRUNSWICK 


Record of Calamities from the South- 
ern Storm Grows in Magnitude 
—Work of the Elements 
at Fernandina. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Oct. 4.—Complete de- 
tails from Brunswick and surrounding coun- 
try are impossible, because of the prostra- 
tion of the telegraph and telephone sys- 
tems, 

Campbell Island, twelve miles from Da- 
rien, on the Altamaha River, is said to be 
completely swept away, and only three 
persons succeeded in getting off. 

There is no definite information as to the 
population of the island, and estimates of 
the number supposed to have perished there 
range from 20 to 50. The population was 
made up wholly of colored truck growers. 

Four deaths are now reported from Bruns- 
wick. The damage to property there is esti- 
mated at $500,000. 

News from the outlying islands is not, ob- 
tainable. The Norwegian bark Louise, the 
schooner Blanch Hopkins, the schooner 
Aaron Shepard, the schooner Henry L. Mar- 
tin, and the pilotboats E. B. Jordan and 
Gracie are ashore. 

The pilotboat Pride sank at her dock. The 
steamer Egmont went across the marsh to 
Crispen Island, and her bow is sticking up 
in a tree. There are no docks left at Da- 
rien. 


EIGHT MEN DROWNED. 


Four-Masted Schooner Sarah E. Palmer 
Lost Seven Miles South of 
Charleston, S. C. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., Oct. 4.—The four- 
masted schooner Sarah E. Palmer, Capt. 
Whittier, with phosphate rock, from Char- 
lotte Harbor to Cartaret, N. J., was lost 
Sunday morning off Stone Inlet, seven miles 
south of Charleston, and eight men were 
drowned. The list of victims is as follows: 
Capt. Whittier, First Mate Briggs, Second 
Mate McDonald, Steward Pat Healey, 
Thomas Feberate, Walter Stancliffe, Joe 
Meyers, and James Roe, all seamen. 

The Palmer ran into the storm off the 
Bahamas, and sprang a leak when five days 
out. The pumps were kept working. She 
lost her anchor Saturday night. When she 
was half full of water, Sunday morning, the 
full force of the storm struck her, and her 
superstructure was washed away. Her 
crew took to, the rigging, where they re- 
mained until Sunday morning, when they 
tried to take to the boats. One boat was 
smashed and one sunk. The Captain and 
two negro seamen floated on a reefing plank. 
The Captain was washed away three times, 
finally sinking. The negroes were washed 
ashore at Edisto Island, and were brougnt 
to Charleston this.morning. 

The Palmer was one of the largest schoon- 
ers in the coasting trade, and was a collier 
for the Government in Guantanamo Bay. 


THE STORM AT FERNANDINA. 


Two Children Drowned, Vessels Beach- 
ed, Railroads Blocked, and a 
Quarantine Station Wrecked. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Oct. 4.—A dispatch by 
the tug H. M. C. Smith to The Morning 
News states that two children have been 
drowned at Fernandina, Fla. Water flood- 
ed a big portion of the city and sent many 
vessels high and dry on the beach. Tele- 
graph systems are prostrated and railroads 
have suspended operations. 

A family of mother, father, and three 
children were in their house when the tide 
carried it away. One of the boys under- 
took to save his baby brother, but was un- 
able to reach shore, being forced to drop 
the child. The father was rescued from a 
tree and the mother drifted ashore. 

The members of the crew at the quaran- 
tine station were rescued from a life raft, 
the station being entirely destroyed. 

The Smith brings the first news of Fer- 


nandina’s experience to the outside world. 
No estimate of the damage is attempted.

A GRAND JURY SENT BACK. 


Justice Collins of New Jersey Says 
Indictments Are Not a Mat- 
ter of Discretion. 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., Oct. 4.—When 
the present term of court opened here last 
month, Justice Gilbert Collins, of the Su- 
preme Court Bench, made particular men- 
tion in his charge to the Grand Jury of 
alleged violations of the liquor law, and 
of the discovery of nickel-in-the-slot gam- 
bling devices in various stores in New 
Brunswick, To-day when the jury present- 
ed its indictments, but failed to return any 
against the offenders mentioned, the Jus- 
tice expressed surprise, and said: 


I cannot assume that you have deliberately 
violated your oaths. I am -unwilling to believe 
that. The Grand Jury gets an opinion sometimes 
that indictments are a matter of discretion, and 
that they are not compelled to find them unless 
they so desire, That is a mistake. You have no 
discretion. You are bound by the law and by 
your oaths. You cannot refuse to hear evidence 
that the prosecutor has brought before you. It 
is the right and duty of the prosecutor to be 
present and lay such evidence before you. 

There has been submitted to the court the 
character of the evidence to be laid before you 
in these cases, and that evidence warrants an 
indictment. You may have thought that it did 
not. It did. We can’t afford to let lawbreaking 
go unpunished. The proof was clear that some 
men have been selling liquor in the county, al- 
though théy had no license at all. One of the 
men had piéaded guilty to a similar charge last 
term, and had offended again. 

The Court said it had no desire to perse- 
cute the members, but that it could not 
think of discharging them until they had 
fully performed their duty. He then re- 
quested them to retire and continue their 
deliberations until they had discharged their 
duty. 

Cornelius Convery of Perth Amboy and 
Dr. Maas of this city, endeavored to per- 
suade the Court that they had conscien- 
tiously performed their duty and had voted 
almost unanimously on all questions, and 
that they could not change their views if 
they staid out until doomsday, but they 
failed to alter the Justice’s decision. 

The jury returned to the session room, and 
after a consultation sent word to Judge 
Woodbridge Strong of the Court of Com- 
man Pleas that they would like to be re- 
lieved from further duty. Judge Strong re- 
ceived the jurors within an hour after Jus- 
tice Collins had sent them back and dis- 
charged them with no other comment than 
the perfunctory thanks of the Court. 

Justice Collins had left town before this 
was done. Judge Strong could not be seen 
to give his reasons for discharging the jury. 
Both Judges are Republicans. 


THE CHARGE AGAINST QUAY. 


Ex-Treasurer Haywood, Arrested in 
Omaha, Is Afterward Released— 


Mr. McKee Gives Bail. 


OMAHA, Cct. 4.—Benjamin J. Haywood, 
ex-Treasurer of the State of Pennsylvania, 
was arrested here to-day upon the charge 
of being implicated with Senator Quay and 
others in a conspiracy to misuse the Com- 
monwealth’s funds, but has been released 
from police custody. The telegram author- 
izing his release read: ‘‘ Release Haywood 
and let him come home at once.” It was 
signed ‘“‘G. S. Graham, District Attorney.” 

Chief of Police White carried the news of 
his release to Mr. Haywood personally. Mr. 
Haywood will probably not leave for Phil- 
adelphia until after thé ’AkeSar-Ben festivi- 
ties. In additlom*to seeing the ceremonies 
he desires to spend a few days at the Ex- 
position. 

Mr. Haywood said the orders for his ar- 
rest dumfounded him. He said he could not 
figure out in any manner how he could be 
implicated in the affair, as he had no con- 
nection whatever with the People’s Bank 
of Philadelphia at the time of, or prior to, 
its failure. 


PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Oct. 4.—Charles 
H. McKee of Pittsburg, who, together with 
Senator Quay, Richard Quay, and Benja- 
min J. Haywood, is charged with conspira- 
cy to use the public moneys of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania for speculating 
purposes, came to this city to-day and gave 
himself up. He was released on $5,000 bail, 
P. A. B. Widener of this city becoming 
surety. He refused to discuss his arrest. 


Justice Magee Annoyed. 


Justice and Mrs. Christopher Magee of 
Pittsburg, Penn., and their son Walter are 
now at the Hotel Empire, where they ar- 
rived last Friday. Justice Magee was an- 
noyed yesterday by the cards of newsgath- 
erers, who were laboring under the impres- 
sion that he was Charles H. McKee of Pitts- 
burg, or some relative of his. McKee is one 
of the men for whom warrants have been 
issued for alleged misuse of Pennsylvania 
State funds, Senator Quay being the most 
prominent of the persons accused. Justice 
Magee is a Democrat. He said last night 
that he knew nothing of C. H. McKee’s 
whereabouts. 


WOULD NOT EAT WITH NEGROES. 


Governor and Mrs. Stephens of Mis- 
souri Changed Their Seats, 


ST. LOUIS, Oct. 4.—Gov. and Mrs. Ste- 
phens have returned from the East. An in- 
cident occurred coming west that politicians 
are talking about. The Governor and his 
wife had just taken seats in the dining 
car, when a negro, accompanied by a wo- 
man, came and sat down opposite them. 
The Governor glanced around for a mo- 
ment and then, speaking low to Mrs. Ste- 
phens, arose and the two took seats at an- 
other table. 

The negro was Irving Jones, a colored 
comedian and author and composer of 
songs. The woman was his wife. Ac- 
cording to other occupants of the car, the 
comedian and his wife did not seem to 
notice the act of the Governor and his 


wife.

JUDGE YAN WYCK NOTIFIED 


The Candidate Receives the Com- 
mittee in His Brooklyn Home. 


OTHER NOMINEES WERE THERE 


Frederick C. Schraub Spoke for the 
Committee and Van Wyck Re- 
sponded Briefly. 


In the plain little study in his house, at 
172 Hancock Street, Brooklyn, Augustus 
Van Wyck was last night notified of his 
nomination for Governor, and in a short, and 
simple speech he accepted it. It was at the 
candidate’s own request that the notifica- 
tion was made in this unostentatious way. 
The whole ceremony was over in ten mins 
utes. 

It was about 9:30 o’clock when the care 
riages containing the Notification Commit- 
tee and Mr. Van Wyck’s associates on the 
State ticket drew up in front:of the house. 
The committee and the State candidates 
were ushered into the study, which is on 
the first floor, and a moment later Mr. Van 
Wyck came down stairs and joined: them:

Chairman Schraub announced that 
Thomas F. Conway, the candidate for At- 
torney General, and Edward 8. Atwater, 
who will run for Controller, had been kept 
away by illness, but that their acceptances 
would be forthcoming. 


MR. SCHRAUB ON THE ISSUES. 


Frederick C. Schraub, who was Chairman 
of the Democratic State’ Convention at 
Syracuse, ana who made the notification 
speech at Justice .Van Wyck’s home last 
night, arrived in the city early in the day 
and reported at the headquarters of the 
Democratic State Committee, in the Hoff- 
man House. Mr. Schraub had much to 
say. about. the political situation up the 
State. He said that, except along the line 
of the canal, there would be very little re- 
alignment of the parties. He thought the 

arties would stand practically as. they 
nave stood for th» last two or three years. 

“Tf Roosevelt had gone before the pooge 
immediately after San Juan,’’ he said, *‘ he 
might have been elected. But there was no 
election then. Now the people have had 
time to consider and weigh the real issues, 
which are not whether Roosevelt was a 
good soldier or a poor one, but whether the 
Republicans or Democrats can. give . the 
State the better administration. By Nov. 8 
the voters will get over the war flurry, 
and be in the right mood to pass upon 
practical instead of sentimental issues. Our 
people cannot be carried away by a mutiny 
of sentiment. We have got beyond that 
stage. 

“The battle will be fought out -here, in 
Greater New York. Here is the only doubt- 
ful place, We shall poll the usual vote up 
the State, and New York City must decide 
the issue. I don’t know how the Rough 
Rider business will do here, but I know it 
won’t cut any figure in the vote in the 
rural districts.”’ 

Mr. Schraub, in speaking of the local cam- 
paign, told a story of how Col. John Jacob 
Astor had worked up a Presidential boom in 
Atlanta for Gov. Levi P. Morton. 

‘“ ts the man they are going to run against 
Col. Astor richly endowed in this world’s 
goods?”’ he asked. ~**He is supposed to 
have a snug fortune,’”’ replied a me er of 
the committee. “It is Jefferson M. Levy.” 

“Well, Mr. Levy may have to use up 
some of his wealth. ‘Jack’ Astor has a 
liberal hand when it comes to making a 
shoe for himself. When Gov. Morton went 
to Atlanta to attend the exposition, Ool. 
Astor went with us. I accompanied the 
party, as I had been left over in the office of 
Commissioner of Agriculture. As we drew 
near Atlanta I learned that no arrange- 
ments had been made to give the Governor 
a big reception, and those of us who were 
the only Democrats on the trip agreed to 
start the Republicans to work in getting up 
one. 1 proposed. giving $100 toward the 
scheme. The ten ether Democrats also 
chipped in $100 each. 

‘This started Charley Hackett, who said: 

“<‘There are some rich fellows in the car 
ahead; let me confer with them.’ 

“ After a while he came back and laid on 
the table in the dining car Mr. Astor’s check 
for $2,500. He said that when he proposed 
the scheme Mr. Astor asked him how much 
money was needed. Hackett said he thought 
$1,000 or $1,200 would do, 

***T hardly think that is enough to do the 
thing in appropriate style,’ said Mr. Astor. 

“* We could spend $2,000 to good purpose,’ 
ventured Mr. Hackett. , 

‘*Mr. Astor called his secretary. ‘ Please 
draw my check for $2,500,’ he drawled out; 
and Hackett brought it to us in triuraph. 

“You ought to have seen Atlanta when 
we struck it. There was a carriage for each 
one of the thirty-six of us, and a brass band 
at every corner, and skyrockets so bright 
you could read a paper by them. 

“T am afraid that Mr. Levy will have to 
part with some of his fortune.’ 


SENATOR GRADY’S ABSENCE. 


Considerable comment has been caused at 
the Democratic Club and at Tammany Hall 
by the long absence of Senator Thomas F. 
Grady. It was said last night by mem- 


bers of the club that Mr. Grady had not 
been seen about the club for nearly three 
weeks. This is considered the more re- 
markable because Mr. Grady has apart- 
ments at the new headquarters. 

The absence of this public spokesman of 
Tammany was not only commented on at 
the convention, but, according to the lead- 
ers; was sorely felt. -It is even said that the 
control of the Committee on Credentials 
was due to Tammany’s not having a ready 
and effective talker on the floor, and that 
Mr. Grady’s.presence might have stayed the 
attack of ex-Senator Hill and sustained the 
prestige of Mr. Croker. It-is said also that 
Mr. Croker wanted Senator Grady to ‘sec- 
ond the nomination of Augustus Van Wyck 
and was very much disappointed when the 
orator did not appear.

KENTUCKY DEMOCRATS MAKE VU. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., Oct. 4.—The voters in 
all of the towns of the State had the first 
political test to-day of the Goebel election 
law, passed by the late Legislature and de- 
nounced by the Republicans as a force bill 
in the registration that precedes the elec- 


tion. The registration officers are also offi- 
cers of election, and while the election 
machinery is controlled by the Democrats, 
there are no complaints of the working of 
the law or of unfairness on the part of the 
officers. The result of the registration is a 
big falling off in the aggregate from that 
of 1896-7. 

One of the most significant features of the 
day was that both gold and silver Demo- 
crats as a rule registered as plain Demo- 
-crats, without the distinction ‘‘ gold Demo- 
crats,” ‘‘ National Democrats,” ~ “‘ Bryan 
Democrats,” and other terms which ob- 
tained in the campaigns of 1896 and 18#%. 
United States Senator Lindsay, the head of 
the Palmer and Buckner organization, was 
one of those who affiliated for the first time, 
since 1895 with the regular organization, 
and the number of those retaining affiliation 
with the * National’ prefix will not reach 
more than a few hundred in the: State. 

The registration in Louisville will continue 
for two days'more, and there will be supple- 
mental regisiration in some other places. 
The nét result of the day is largely favora- 
ble to the Democrats. 


OPPOSITION TO McDONALD. 


Many Members of the Silver Party, 
It Is Said, Will Not Sup- 
port Him, 


If rumors heara in Brooklyn yesterday 
have any strong foundation, the candidacy 
of- H. M. McDonald for Governor on the 
Chicago platform ticket is likely to meet op- 
position among the followers of his own 
pariy. A great many voters who loyally 
supported Bryan in 1896 and Henry George 


during the municipal campaign -of dast year 
will, it is said, give ‘the McDonald ticket 
only lukewarm support this year, or vote 
the regular Démocratid¢ ticket. 

This opposition has recently developed 
principally amo the labor element, one 
of the leadéefs: of which is'A. J. Boulton, 
who has been 4 strong Bryan sympathizer. 
For some -reasen Mr,.-Boulton, so one of 
his friends said yesterday, ‘“wants none of 
McDonald,” but it remains to be seen just 
how strong this opposition will develop and 
how effectually he and others control the 
labor element. Mr, Boulton could not be 
found last night. 

Many of the silver Democrats think it is 
a mistake that a man hitherto so obscure 
in politics should be seleeted for so im- 
oortant an office. Mr. McDonald, they say, 
s an unknown element to a great majority 
of the Chicago platform men throughout 
the State, and they contend that a man of at 
least more prominence should have been se- 
lected. Not a few voters have charged 
that the candidate was seeking self-aggran- 
dizement when he consented to ‘*step into 
the breach,” following Henry George’s dec- 
lination 

Ezra A. Tuttle, who takes Ole F. Snyder’s 
place on the ticket as candidate for Attor- 
ney General, came to Mr. McDonald’s de- 
fense last night. ‘“‘ Mr. McDonald,” said he, 
“is, IT am sure, actuated only by the best 
of motives. He wants to see the _ princi- 
ples of the platform spread and take root 
with the mass of voters. Personally, he 
would rather not head the ticket, but he 
feels that as the period before the election 
is short, the party cannot afford to waste 
more time in looking for candidates. I 
feel the same way. I would rather not be 
on the ticket. It is a thankless position, 
but I do not feel that at this late day I 
ought to décline, and therefore, I have de- 
cided to go ahead and make the fight. 

Mr. McDonald first appeared in_ politics 
in 1896, and did considerable work for Will- 
iam J. Bryan. He cast his first vote for 
Horace Greeley for Presirent, in 1872, and 
has been since then, he says, a consistent 
Democrat. 

It is as a promoter that Mr. McDonald 
is best known among business men. He had 
been a lawyer in Rochester for four years 
up to 1888, when he went to Pierre, South 
Dakota, where he organized the Traders’ 
Bank. He became its President until 1890, 
when the bank went out of business. 

During those years Mr. McDonald carried 
on a wheat farm of nearly 3,000 acres near 
‘Pierre. When {In 1891 the slump in wheat 
raising made that business no longer profit- 
able he came to New York and has lived 
here ever since. He is Secretary of the 
Midland Pacific Railway, a road which was 
organized to build. a transcontinental rail- 
way traversing midway that unoccupied sec- 
tion of country lying between the Northern 
and Union Pacific Railways. So far as is 
known, this road has not proceeded be- 
yond surveys. 

Mr. McDonald stated at a comparatively 
recent period that ‘‘ within five years after 
the adoption of a bimetallic money standard 
by the. United States the Midland Pacific 
Railway will have been entirely completed 
at a cost not to exceed one-half that of any 
present transcontinental railway, and that, 
too, without the issue of a single bond.” 
The money for this enterprise was to come 
from ‘‘ the people.” 

Mr. McDonald is also interested in the 
Dominion Mining and Chemical Company, 
which owns iron pyrites and gold property 
in Virginia. 


SILVER DEMOCRATS MEET. 


The Executive Committee of the Chicago 
Platform Democrats held a meeting last 
night at 119 East Twenty-third Street, their 
present headquarters.’ The Democratic Al-° 
liance was also represented, and its delega- 


tion was led by Henry A. Goulden of Brook- 
lyn. The Alliance men came prepared to 
kick over the traces; and some of them re- 
fused to swallow the MeDonald nomination. 
Later it was announced that the Alliance 
had fallen in line,-but some of the Alliance 
men, nevertheless, stated that they would 
hold a meeting to-night in Leer’s Hall, 64 
East Fourth Street, when the matter would 
be discussed. 

Mr. McDonald, besides stating that all was 
harmonious, said that the committee had 
decided to indorse Justices Daly, Cohen, and 


Odell for the Supreme Court and to nomi- 


nate candidates for Congress, Senate, and 
Assembly in every district. Mr. McDonald 
claims that the State organization is so well 
perfected that there will be no trouble to 
get the 6,000 signatures necessary. to nomi- 
nate. A meeting will be held later in the 
week, at which the candidates will be offi- 
cially ‘notified of their nominations, and a 
banner will be raised in front of the head- 
quarters. 

Mr. McDonald said he had asurances that 
Elliot Danforth would run on -the silver 
ticket, but did not say that this assurance 
eame from the candidate. Mr. Danforth 
was asked last night how he stood on the 
silver nomination, and Whether he would 
consent to ruin. “T have nothing to say on 
that subject at present.” was his reply. “I 
have not yet been notified of ‘nomination 
on the ticket, and until Iam I will not say 
whether I will accept or. decline.” .

‘He and the Other Saratoga Can- 
didates Officially’ Informed of 
Their Nomination. 


CEREMONIES AT OYSTER BAY 


Dr. Depew Was Spokesman for the 
Notification Committee—Programme 
Carried Out Without a Hitch— 
My. Platt Was Not Present. 


Standing on the veranda of his hill- 
perched home on the shores of Oyster Bay 
yesterday afternoon Col. ‘Theodore Roose- 
velt received official information of his nom- 
ination for Governor from the committee 
to whom that duty had been delegated by 
the Republican State Convention. 

The committee as appointed consisted of 
Senator Thomas C. Platt, State Committee- 
man John R. Hazel, Controller James A. 
Roberts, Congressman L. N. Littauer, ex- 
Senator Francts Hendricks, Senator George 
R, Malby, Chauncey M. Depew, John T. 
Mott, Senator Hobart Krum, Superintendent 
of Prisons Cornelius V. Collins, and Ed- 
ward Lauterbach. Of these, Messrs. Hazel, 
Littauer, Hendricks, Depew, Mott, Krum, 
Lauterbach, and Collins were present at 
the notification ceremonies. Mr. Platt was 
not there. Besides the committee, the 
party which went down from New York 
included al] of Col, Roosevelt’s associates 
on the State ticket except John T. McDon- 
ough, candidate for Secretary of State, who 
was kept away by a case in court involving 
the Department of Labor Statistics, of 
which he is now the head. 

The delegation left Long Island City on 
a special train of two parlor cars at 11:50 
o'clock A. M., arriving at Oyster Bay an 
hour later. Torpedoes exploding. on the 
track, the music of a brass band, and 


cheers from a party of villagers at the sta- 
tion greeted their arrival there. A half 
hour’s drive brought the party to Col. 
Roosevelt's door, where the candidate for 
Governor welcomed them heartily. 

No time was lost in beginning the cere- 
monies, which took place on a wide veran- 
da “overlooking the bay. Col. Roosevelt 
stood in the centre of the veranda. In 
front of him Chairman Odell of the State 
Committee, Dr. Depew and the other mem- 
bers of the Notification Committee took 
their positions against the balustrading. To 
his left stood his fellow-candidates, Timothy 
L. Woodruff, nominee for Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor; Col. W. J. Morgan, for Controller; 
John C. Davies, for Attorney General; John 
P. Jaeckel, for Treasurer, and Edward A. 
Bond, for State Engineer and Surveyor. To 
his right stood Mrs, Roosevelt, who watched 
the- proceedings with interest. Dr. Depew 
was spokesman for the committee, Address- 
ing Col. Roosevelt, he said: 

_The Republican Convention of the State of New 
York gives to us the very pjeasant duty of 
notifying you of your selection as the candidate 
of the Republican Party for Governor of the Em- 
pire State. No more mpresentative body of our 
organization has ever assembled than the one 
which met at Saratoga on Sept. 27. Its de- 
liberations were characterized by great unanimity 
and enthusiasm. The delegates knew that the 
people had indicated with emphasis the man they 
wished for Governor of this Commonwealth. 
They registered by your nomination the choice 
of the people, and the people will ratify that 
nomination at the polls. 
_ We are entering upon a gs oy of unusual 
importance to the State and the country. Old 
issues of sound money, the currency, and pro- 
tection are as important now as during the Presi- 
dential canvass, and new and startling ones are 
upon us. Our leader has to carry with him a 
Congress which will support our President and 
his policies and a Legislature which will elect 
a United States Senator. He is also to stand for 
a wise, firm, economical, and public-spirited ad- 
ministration of the affairs of our State. In seek- 
ing the qualities required for this high office at 
this crisis the convention found a citizen who 
to an extraordinary extent possesses them all. 
The Legislature is the best school in which to 
learn the history and government of our State. 
The Police Commissionership of New York gives 
rare opportunities for studying one of the most 
difficult problems of our times—the administration 
of cities. The duties of Civil Service Commis- 
sioner at Washington bring before the Commis- 
sioner in close contact the statesmen, the poll- 
cies, and the power of the United States. The 
convention recognized that you had filled all 
these places with credit to the service and dis- 
tinction for yourself. 

We need the: support of all who believe in 
honest money and President McKinley, no matter 
what their previous party affiliations or factional 
differences. The man who organized and led a 
.regiment composed of the most diverse and an- 
tagonistic elements in our social and. industrial 
life, and on the muster out of his soldiers held 
their unanimous affection and esteem, is such a 
man. That, regardless of the ) Ate and 
comforts to which his rank entitled him, he took 
part in every labor, suffered every hardship, and 
shared every chance of the deadly fever with his 
men, proves him to be pre-eminently a man of 
the peuple. In looking for a leader in a fighting 
campaign the convention sought the young states- 
man-soldier who led the brilliant charge on San 
Juan Hill. 

Senator Platt and I have been in politics for 
forty years, and have been associated since we 
were voters. We have many times performed 
this duty, but never when we were more heartily 
in accord with the judgment of the convention 
or more certain of the election of our candidates. 


Col. Roosevelt’s reply was delivered with 
great earnestness. He spoke slowly and de- 
liberately, referring often to the typewritten 
amy aie: AA he had in his hand. He said: 


I herewith accept the nomination tendered by 
the Republican Party in convention assembled. 
I deeply feel the responsibilities entailed upon 
me by this nomination—responsibilities which at- 
tach to the Chief Executive of a fommonwealth 
larger and more populous than many an Old 
World kingdom. In accepting this nomination at 
the hands of the authorized committee of the Re- 
publican State Convention I take this opportunity 
of extending through you, to the Republicans of 
the Empire State my heartfelt thanks for the 
distinguished honor conferred ypon me. If elected, 
I shall strive soto administer the duties of this 
high office that the interests of the people as a 
whole shall be conserved, knowing full well 
that by so doing I best serve my own party. 
I shall feel that I owe my position to the poopie. 
and to the people I shall hold myself accountable 
I take it that the promises made in the platform 
adopted at Saratoga are as binding as any oth- 
ers, and to the fullfillment of the pledges made 
therein I promise my best effort. The party's 
past has been glorious, and while this would not 
atone for failure to perform present duty, it does 
give adequate reason for believing that we shall 
reet each new duty aright, so that the record of 
the party in the future may give as great cause 
for thankfulness and pride as do the achievements 
of the past. 

Nationa! issues are paramount this year. It is 
not more possible to conduct a State election now 
without regard to National issues than it was 
possiblé so to conduct one in 1861 or 18638. As it 
then was, soit now is, the interests of the Na- 
tion as a whole which are of vital and absorbing 
interest to each citizen. Then, as now, the Re- 
‘publican Party was forced to find new issues, to 
confront .new problems, Then as now it was 
forced not to follow, but to make precedents. In 
1861 we had to preserve the Republic for its 
great destiny; in 1898 we have to take a long 
stride toward the accomplishment of that destiny. 
The Republican Party therefore in its State 
platform does well to reiterate the promises un- 
der which it was possible to elect a Republican 
President; pledges which made it possible to re- 
store ey to our country, and to put the 
Nation where it is possible to -work out the 
glorious future which is now before a reunited 
Nation. The issues for honest money, for pro- 
tection to American industry, for the upbuilding 
of a merchant marine adequate to carry the 
commerce of the world, and to form a naval 
militia in tiraes of war, are as yital this year 
as they were in the great contest which was so 
successfully tought in 1896. We must further 
strengthen our navy, and build up our army, so 
that they may be equal to any d>mand made upon 
them as we work out our destiny. Hawaii and 
Puerto: Rico are ours; and in the East and West 
Indies the interests of the Nation shall be safe- 
guarded. 

Nor is it alone on National issues that the 
Republican Party has its duties to rform. The 
record made by the Republican Administration 
in the State of New York is a guarantee that 
upon all questions affecting the property rights 
and interests and liberty of all citizens the Re- 
publican Party can be safely trusted. As we 
pledge ourselves to uphold the National honor 
abroad, so we pledge ourselves to enforce strict 
honesty at home. he National Guard must be 
raised to and kept at the highest standard of 
efficiency; it has amply proved its courage and 
patriotism; and we are bound to see that 
soldiers so brave and so willing are properly 
armed and are handied on the best possible 
system. I heartily concur in the doctrines enun- 
ciated at Saratoga, and if elected I shall earnest- 
ly strive so to discharge the duties of the Chief 
Executive, that at the end of my term the 
peaple shall find that their interests have been 
safe in my hands. 

Col. Roosevelt grasped Dr. Depew’s hand 
as he concluded, and dropping his serious air 
he invited his guests into the dining room 
where a light lunch was served. Afterward 
the committee and the candidates were 
grouped on the steps and photographed. 
Then, after cordial farewells all around 
they drove back to the station, boarded 
their special train, and returned to the city, 
where they arrived at 4:30 o’clock. The

In his speech to the convention 
later, Mr. Wallace called attention to the 
fact that while the bill creating the new 
county was in the Legislature last Winter 
he caused the salary of County Judge to be 
cut from $3,500, as it was originally insert- 
ed in the bill, te $3,000.

‘Mayor Demands the Resignation of 


' Stevenson Towle, Chief En- 
gineer of Highways. 


‘BARBER COMPANY MAN-TALKS 


General Manager Henry Declares that 
Gen: Collis Showed No Favoritism 
in Awarding Contracts — Why 
Prices Are Higher Here. 
—_—__ 


Mayor Van Wyck yesterday demanded the 
resignation of Stevenson Towle, chief engi- 
neer of the Department of Highways., Al- 
though the Mayor déclined to explain why 
Mr. Towle’s resignation was demanded, it 
was generally understood that it was a 
result of the report of the Commissioners 
of Accounts, who made charges against the 
Department of Public Works as conducted 
under Mayor Strong’s administration. 

The Mayor declined to be interviewed on 
the matter, but gave out the following brief 
verbal statement through his private sec- 
retary: ‘‘ The Mayor has demanded Mr. 
Towle's resignation. The resignation has 
been tendered and accepted.” 

In the report of the Commissioners which 
was made public, Mr. Towle is mentioned 
in ohly two places. In the first place he 
is mentioned simply in the list of officials 
who held office in the Department of Public 


Works for the three Fen of 1895, 1806, 
and 1897. He-is set down as Consulting 
Engineer, and opposite his name is written, 
‘* Resigned March 31, 1807."’ In the second 
lace he is mentioned in connection with 
is son, Henry B. Towle, who is named as 
the Treasurer of the California Asphalt 
Company. In speaking of the changes in 
specifications regarding asphalt, after quot- 
ing that part of the specifications which 
says ‘the asphalt to be equal in quality 
to that mined from Pitch Lake, in the Isl- 
and of Trinidad,” the report continues: 

Later, evidently finding other companies who 
were able to furnish from other localities an 
asphalt as ns in quality as that mined from 
the Pitch ke of Trinidad, the clause was 
again changed to read: ‘‘ The asphalt must be 
that mined from the Pitch Lake of Trinidad,’’ 
thus assisting the Trinidad Asphalt Company and 
the Barber. Asphalt Company to absolutely stifle 
competition, 

This clause was allowed to remain until about 
the time the California Asphalt Company, which 
claims to obtain its asphalt from the Alcatraz 
mines of California, came into existence, of 
which Henry B. Towle was Treasurer, and who 
is the son of the then chief engineer of the De- 
partment of Public Works, and: from whose office 
all changes in specifications emanated when the 
clause if the specifications was again changed to 
+‘ Must be equal to that mined from the Pitch 
Lake on the Island of Trfnidad.’’ 

Stevenson~Towle could not be found by a 
reporter yesterday, and last night his house 
was dark. 

Philip W. Henry, General Manager of the 
Barber Asphalt Paving Company, was ques- 
tioned yesterday in reference to the charges 
made by Mayor Van Wyck’s Commissioners 
of Accounts that favoritism was displayed 
in awarding contracts for the city’s asphalt 
paving when Gen. C. H. T. Collis was Com- 
missioner of Public Works. Mr. Henry de- 
nied that..there was any ground for the 
charges,. He took up specific allegations in 
the report of the Commissioners and cited 
facts and figures in refutation. 

‘““There were enacinteny no restrictions on 
companies wishing to bid for asphalt pav- 
ing,” said-Mr. Henry. ‘‘ There were eight 
different concerns which did paving for the 
city while Gen. Collis was in office: The 
Barber Asphalt Paving Company, of which 
Gen, F’. V. Greene is President; the Warren- 
Scharf Asphalt Paving Company, the Sicil- 
ian Asphalt Paving Company, the Fruin- 
Bambrick Paving Company, the Atlantic 
Aleatraz Asphalt Company, the Asphalt 
Construction Company, the Metropolitan 
Aspen Paving. Company, and the concern 
of T. H. Boorman,ywho uses rock asphalt. 
There was absolutely no combination among 
any of these. It is charged that there was 
such a combine and that prices of asphalt 
paving were $1 higher a square yard in 
this city than in other cities. Now these 
concerns do work in other cities. How is it 
they did not combine and put the price up 
there? 

“Tt is true that asphait paving was higher 
in this city than in other cities, though not 
$1 higher. New Yotk has paid more, and 
always will pay more, because of peculiar 
conditions here. The price we got here was 
$3.10 per square yard, with a guarantee pro- 
viding for freé repairs by the company for 
fifteen years. The city retains 30 per cent. 
of the contractor’s pay for five years, and 
then pays this residue in ten yearly install- 
ments from the fifth to the fifteenth year. 

“If the company ceases at any time to 
do the repairing the city simply takes the 
money on hand and does the repairing it- 
self. Accordingly the companies only figure 
on 70 per cent. of the amount bid, or $2.17 
a square yard in this case, calculating that 
she other 30 per cent. will be spent in re- 
pairs. 

“The difference .between this $2.17 and 
the amount paid, without. guarantees, by 
other cities, is due to the extra cost in lay- 
ing the pavement here, as well as to the 
fact that conditions.of the bargain vary. 
When grading, curbing, &c., have a special 
price set on them it brings down the price 
for the paving. When everything is lumped 
together of course the price goes up. 

When a street is to be paved it must first 
be graded and from a foot to eighteen inches 
of soil removed. The total cost of getting 
rid of the dirt is 50 to 60 cents for every 
square yard of asphalt laid, in this city. 
In other cities it is 8 to 15 cents. Besides 
that, we often must haul the asphalt eight 
cr ten miles in this city. Then, real estate 
is higher here, making the interest on capi- 
tal invested in the plant higher. Taxes also 
are higher. Then, the strong labor unions 
in New York make us pay double for curb 
setters and for stone pavers. We al- 
ways pay union rates. Of course it 
is the public which must finally settle the 
bill. . Street inspection in New York is very 
rigid. Pavements are kept up here better 
than in any other city, and that costs 
money. 

“As to the charge that one company con- 
trolled the contracts, that’ was impossible. 
It is absolutely untrue that the Trinidad As- 
phalt Company, of which Mr. Barber is 
President, compelled the others to buy its 
crude asphalt as tribute for allowing them 
to do some of the city’s work. There are 
five different deposits from which asphalt 
used in this city comes. 

‘“‘The statement that at any time while 
Gen. Collis was in office the specifications 
provided for the use of asphalt from Pitch 
Lake, Trinidad, alone is false. The proof 
of this is the specifications themselves, 
which are open to the public. Pitch Lake 
asphalt was never used by the Asphalt Con- 
struction Company, the Atlantic Alcatraz 
Asphalt Company, the Fruin-Bambrick Pav- 
ing Company, or Mr. Boorman. They 
thought they had a better asphalt of their 
own. Collis always said that theirs was as 
good as that from Pitch Lake, and never 
shut them out. They all did work for the 
city. Our company was never favored in 
any way. We had to fight for all we got. 
We want a thorough investigation.” 

District Attorney Gardiner said yesterday 
morning that it was very likely the Grand 
Jury would take up the matter of the re- 
port of the Commissioners. 

“TIT have received a special report from 
the Commissioners of Accounts,” said he 
“which embodies the specific charges and 
faults they have found upon an examina- 
tion of the books. The report goes elabo- 

rately into details, and consequently is ex- 
ceedingly voluminous. It will take me some 
days to go over it, which I hope to do per- 
sonally.’’ 

Col. Gardiner said that if he found the re- 
port warranted it, he would certainly lay 
the matter before the Grand Jury for ac- 
tion. He denied that the report was a cam- 
aign document, saying that there was posi- 
ive ground for the statement of the Sonn 
missioners. He further stated that there 
was gross mismanagement on the part of 
the last administration, and that the city 
was mulcted out of thousands of dollars. 
In concluding his remarks upon the sub- 
ject, C&l. Gardiner explained that he would 
not hey through with the report before next 

week.

Ex-Alderman Ware secured the nomina- 
tion in the Twenty-fifth, now represented 
by Dr. Patrick H. Murphy, in the face of 
opposition by the friends of Amasa Thorn- 
ten.

In the Twenty-ninth District there was a

Union man, nominated F, W. Longfellow. 
He said that Mr. Longfellow would get the 
Citizens’ Union vote. Edward Lauterbach 
nominated Frank Bulkley, who was a Park 
Avenue Improvement Commissioner during 
the administration of Mayor Strong. Mr. 
Lauterbach said that Bulkley could be elect- 
ed without the help of the Citizens’ Union. 
He was nominated by a vote of 106 to &81. 
Mr. Folks wanted to have a committee ap- 
pointed to wait on the Citizens’ Union peo- 
ple, but this was voted down. 


In the Twenty-seventh District there was 
a contest between the organization men 
and the friends of William Brookfield. 
Brookfield’s friends put Gherardi Davis in 
nomination. His opponent was Charles W. 
Zaring. Davis was nominated by a vote of 
6014 to 37%. 

Three candidates were put forward in the 
Twenty-third. The chief fight lay between 
D. Seward, who was supported by Julius 
Mayer and the younger element in the dis- 
trict, and Richard Gilliland, the choice of 
Frank McGee. On the eleventh ballot Gilli- 
land and Seward withdrew in favor of 
Charles W. Lewis, an organization man.

ment: G

of those who largely on our urgency had 
consented to be named on the ticket. Even 
now were our up-State friends ready and 
desirous to make a State canvass and 
wanted our co-operation, they might be en- 
titled to it. But in such case we ought to 
follow their lead, not they ours.

I fear an indeper:dent ticket might re- 
ceive so many votes which would otherwise 
go to Van Wyck in preference to Roosevelt 
that it would hurt Judge Van Wyck, an 
that I should be very sorry to see.”’

The Money Question Is Not Dead in 
Massachusetts, He Says, What- 
ever New York, New Jersey, 
and Connecticut May Do. 


‘ $ORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 4.—The Demo- 
cratic State Convention to-day nominated

The convention was attended with little of 
the excitement which has marked the party 
gatherings for the last two or three years 
in this State. The warring elements were 
entirely lacking to-day, and the proceedings 
mere of the most harmonious nature.. This 
‘Was principally due to the fact that those 
who still oppose the leaders now in author- 
ity had decided to wait another year be- 
fore again: attempting to obtain control of 
the party machinery. 

George Fred Williams, the candidate for 
Governor in 1896 and 1897, addressed the 
convention. He criticised the work of Sec- 
retary Alger, and said that the scandals of 
the war would not have been known if 
Bryan had been President. Continuing, Mr. 
Williams declared that the money question 
was not dead in Massachusetts. ‘ New 
York may take her own course,” he said, 
**New Jersey may do as she pleases, and 
Connecticut may fall a victim to unexpected 


cenditions, but Massachusetts will be true 
to the fiag.’’ 

‘The convention passed a resolution declar- 
ing John W. Corcoran’s place on the Na- 
tional Committee vacant, and authorizing 
the State Committee to fill the vacancy. It 
was declared that Judge Corcoran did not 
represent the party, especially on the silver 
question. : 

The platform adopted contains the follow- 
ing references to National issues: 


The Democracy of Massachusetts indorses and 
reaffirms with emphasis and profound conviction 
the great and patriotic platform of principles 
adopted by tHe party in National Convention 
at Chicago, in 13896. In that year, both the 
political parties—confronted by a disastrous de- 
pression in production and general business, by 
the distress of labor, by the condition of the 
financial affaires and the monetary system in 
particular—declared a return to bimetallism to be 
@ measure calculated to remedy the existing 
evils. The Republican Party, impressed with 
the importance of the restoration of bimetallism, 
pledged itself to promote the same by interna- 
tional agreement, while the Democratic Party 
Geclared that the United States, with or without 
the co-operation of other nations, should restore 
the free and unlimited coinage of silver and gold. 

After two years, we find the promises of the 
victorious party wholly unfulfilled. The business 
of our country is, in reality, in a more deplora- 
ble condition than in 1896. The promised pros- 
perity has not been realized. Nothing better 
than a specious local activity has anywhere ap- 
peared. The general industrial and economic 
condition runs at even a lower ebb than when 
the present Administration was put into power. 
The wages of labor have been reduced. Thou- 
sands ot workingmen have been thrown out of 
employment in the dead of Winter. Other thou- 
sands are working on part time, and are strug- 
gling desperately with adverse conditions, 

The futile policy of the Republican Admin- 
istration in sending a commission to Europe to 
secure international bimetallism, and at the 
same time in thwarting and bringing to naught 
every effort of that commission, and in making 
its success impossible, has revealed the prede- 
termined purpose of the Republican Party: -to 
violate its pledges to the people and to pre- 
vent bimetallism in any form, not only in the 
United States, but throughout the world. The 
Democratic Party, with a conviction and per- 
sistency which have now been confirmed by the 
observation and experience of two additional 
years of disaster, again demands the return to 
imetallism, by restoring silver and gold to coin- 
age at the ratio which was maintained during so 
many prosperous years in the history of our 
country, the ratio of 16 to 1. 

We note with alarm and indignation the per- 
version of the powers and purposes of our republic 
from its true end and aim as prescribed by the 
fathers. We mark the stealthy approach and 
insinuation of European methods in place of the 
democratic methods which aione distinguish the 
American Republic from the despotisms of for- 
eign lards. We reaffirm the patriotic policy of 
the Father of His Country, as declared in his 
farewell address, that we should ever be on our 
guard against the insidious advances of foreign 
influence, and that our country should cultivate 
friendly relationships with ali nations, and en- 
tangling alliances with none. 

Following this policy, the Democratic Party of 
Massachusetts declares its uncompromising oppo- 
sition to imperialism, whether within or without 
the dominion of the United States. We declare 
in particular that the pledge made by our Con- 
gress at the outbreak of the war with Spain that 
*“*the people of Cuba are, and of right ought to 
be, free and independent,’’ should be sacredly 
maintained. We believe in the independence and 
freedom of every country and people capable of 
self-government. We should encourage the peopie 
of every land throughout the world, when un- 
justly governed and oppressed, to gain their 
freedom; we should assist them by pointing out 
to them the beneficent results of our own free 
institutions and by maintaining those institutions 
in their pristine purity and democratic form. 

The financial policy of the party in power has 
entailed a ruinous condition on the American 
people. The present management of the Na- 
tional Treasury is wholly devoted to the interests 
of the money power and the bondholding classes 
and is totally adverse to the welfare of the peo- 
ple. The Government has become the financial 
agent of the money jobbers of Europe and Amer- 
ica. It has purposely planned to entail on the 
people a perpetual National debt. It has trans- 
ferred the powers and prerogatives of the Goyern- 
ment to the banks, which are its creatures, and 
which ought to be subject to its paramount au- 
thority. 

The military administration during the recent 
war has been a stigma on the history of the Re- 
public and a disgrace to civilization. The army 
which sprang into existence has been made the 
prey of incompetents and favorites, who have 
fattened on the sorrows of American soldiers. 
The brave young men who fought our battles in 
the. West Indies were left without adequate food, 
medicines, or surgical assistance; they were de- 
prived of the abundant provisions which a gen- 
erous and atriotic people had made for their 
support and encouragement. They were obliged 
to perform menial services under intolerable 
hardships. They were put under incompetent 
commanders and were left to suffer and die with 
undressed wounds and burning fevers. And hun- 
dreds of their comrades, who have returned alive, 
have come back emaciated and ghostly, to stagger 
through the streets as living witnesses against 
those who are responsible for the sufferings. We 
demand that a thorough investigation by Congress 
—not by an Administrative committee organized 
to acquit—shall expose the guilty and drive them 
mercilessly from the offices which they have dis- 
graced. 

We denounce the general character and particu- 
lar acts of legislation which have been enacted 
under the influence of the present Administra- 
tion. Every such act has been calculated, not 
to alleviate, but to add to the distress. of the 
people; to promote the reign of injustice; to dis- 
criminate in favor of every combination of greed, 
and still further to arrest and destroy the in- 
dustrial prosperity of the American people. Of 
this kind of discriminating legislation is the 
Dingley tariff law, the provisions of which were 
dictated by the beneficiaries. Of this kind is the 
more recent internal revenue tax law, which 
was notoriously constructed so that the corpora- 
tions might evade their share in the burdens of 
the Nation, thereby devolving the entire sacrifice 
upon an already distressed people. We denounce 
the scheme by which the telegraph companies, 
the express companies, and in many instances the 
railway companies have been enabled to put the 
taxes assessed on them for the support of the 
Government upon the defenseless public. 

The Democratic Party of Massachusetts de- 
mands a just and broad basis of standard money 
to the end that the, stable measure of values 
and adequate prices may be maintained, and to 
the end that both labor and capital may find 
a constant, legitimate, and remunerative em- 
ployment. There can be no privilege more dan- 

erous than the control of our currency supply 

y private bankers, and we stoutly op) their 
attempt to eo such a monopoly by the 
substitution of bank notes for our National 
legal tenders. 

The platform also favors municipal owner- 
ship of street railways and of waterworks, 
gas, electric light. heat and power plants, 
and demands a reduction of telephone rates. 
It favors the election of United States Seri- 
ators by direct vote of the people, and advo- 
cates the system of legislation by initia- 


tive and referendum.

ELVIN W. CRANE NOTIFIED. 


New Jersey’s Democratic Candidate 
for Goyernor Accepts Nomination. 


NEWARE, N. J., Oct. 4.—Elvin W. Crane, 
whe was nominated last week for Governor 
by the New Jersey Democrats, assembled 
in convention at’ Trenton, wa8 to-day of- 
ficially notified of his nomination. by a com- 
mittee who waited upon him at the Jefferson 
Clubhouse here. in the course of his speech 
accepting the nomination, Mr. Crane said: 

“1 have found, and expect ever to find, my 


political creed written upon the standard 
erected by Thomas Jefferson. He who 
reads, studies, and follows the creed of 
Thomas Jefferson cannot be untrue to the 
State. 

*“'Thé words of your platform against the 
National maladministration during the late 
war express thé sentiments of évery loyal 
citizén. In the hour of our victory it is 
saddening to reflect that the incompetency 
of the National Administration can trul 
be charged with the deaths of more Ameri- 
can soldiers than can be credited to Spanish 
bullets. That the brave and true were 
starved, neglected, and given over to pes- 
tilence has been established, and it is the 
duty of every citizen to pledge himself 
against forgetfulness, to vow, and keep his 
vow, that he will not be content until official 
murder has been exposed, tried, and visited 
with the lash of an outraged Nation.” 


ELECTION IN GEORGIA TO-DAY. 


Full State Ticket to be Submitted to 
Voters—A Sheriff Calls for Troops. 


ATLANTA, Oct. 4.—A full State ticket will 
be elected in Georgia to-morrow. The of- 
ficers, from Governor down, were chosen by 


the Democrats at the primaries two months 
ago, and there is no opposition of conse- 
quence. To-morrow’s election is only a 
necessary compliance with the law. 

The Democratic ticket, headed by Allen D. 
Candler, is opposed only by the Populisis, 
whose candidate for Governor is James R. 
Hogan, nominated in place of Thomas Wat- 
son, who declined to run. 

The Governor to-day received a telegram 
from Sheriff Black asking for a company of 
militia to preserve order in Early County, 
where the contest will be bitter. The Gov- 
ernor is out of the city, but the State offi- 
cials think the Sheriff is unduly exercised. ” 

The Australian ballot will be used for the 
first time in the State to-morrow. 


“TEDDY” IS NOW THE RULER. 


The eagle cage at the Central Park me- 
nagerie was littered with a fine assortment 
of feathers yesterday morning as a result 
of a slight misunderstanding between two 
of the athletes of the happy family. Ac- 
cording to the Park policeman stationed on 
that beat it all came about through 
“Teddy,” the mascot of the Rough Riders, 
who was recently booked for an indefinite 
engagement thére. ‘‘ Teddy ”’ is the sort of 


bird called the war eagle by the Indians, 
and acted as the mascot for the Rough 
Riders during the Santiago campaign. He 
was named ‘“ Teddy’ in honor of Col. 

Roosevelt, and, it is alleged, is not happy 
unless engaged in some sort of a fight. 

Upon his arrival here with his regiment 
he was sent to the Central Park menagerie 
to recuperate, and was placed in a cage 
with the eagles and hawks. He is a large 
bird, measuring seven feet between the 
wing points, and is of athletic build. He 
had no sooner got the malaria out of his 
system, it is said, than he evinced a desire 
to rule the other occupants of the cage. He 
found. park life rather irksome after his 
experiences on the battlefield, and it is al- 
leged was insulting and overbearing in his 
manner toward his associates. He made 
himself extremely obnoxious toward an old 
bald-headed eagle, old enough, it is averred, 
to be his father. The old one had been’a 
rather tough customer in his youth, but age 
had dimmed.his eye and the muscles of the 
good right wing had become rather flabby. 

The first trouble between the two oc- 
curred several days ago, when ‘“ Teddy” 
unceremoniously pulled away a large and 
succulent piece of meat the patriarch was 
eating. The old fellow merely bestowed 
upon the Rough Rider a look of pained 
surprise, and turned away. ‘ Teddy” re- 
peated his objectionable act yesterday morn- 
ing, when patience cease to be a virtue, and 
he received a well-directed blow under the 
eye from the old fellow. A battle royal 
followed. 

Marquis of Queensberry rules were not ob- 
served and the strangle hold. was. not 
barred. Talons, beaks, and wings wére 
used as weapons, and a large crowd of 
spectators gathered to witness the ‘“ mill.’ 
“Teddy ’’ soon weakened his opponent, 
who finally retreated behind a pile of stones 
and with a croak apologized. ‘‘ Teddy’s’”’ 
uniform was ruffled considerably, but his 
appetite was not impaired, and he resumed 
his breakfast.

BOSTON’S FINANCIAL MUDDLE. 


BOSTON, Oct. 4.—The all-absorbing topic 
in financial circles continues to be the pro- 
posal of the savings Danks to consolidate 
nine of the National banks into one. The 
report to-day is that J. P. Stearns of the 
Shawmut Bank will be made the President 
of the new institution, but confirmation is 
lacking. 

Opposition to the proposed deal has spread 
from the officers of the institutions in- 
volved to their individual stockholders, and 
to-day two plans are suggested for avoid- 
ing the impending slaughter: One that each 
bank liquidate for itself, thus depriving 
Kicder, Peabody & Co, of their commission 
in the transaction, and the other that, after 
liquidation, whether by this means or that 
originally proposed, a new bank shall be 
formed from each old bank, or a combina- 
tion of them, using as a nucleus the old 
depositors. 

The latter plan, it will be seen, defeats 
the project of the savings banks, which is 
to close out the business of the nine banks, 
but these plans and others which may 
develop seem likely to give the annihila- 
tion enterprise the hardest kind of a “‘ row 
to hoe.” To carry out the first plan, the 
votes of ths stockholders are necessary, 
and as a majority of the stock in all of 
these banks is presumed to be within con- 
trol of the savings banks, it may not be 
easy of performance, unless the savings 
banks see a chance to save money without 
jeopardizing their original plan. 


FOOTPAD ROBS GERMAN OFFICER. 


Lieut. Walter Wensky of the Second 
Guards, German Army, met an expert New 
York footpad Monday night, and now 
mourns the loss of $1,400. Lieut. Wensky 
has been in this country several months 
on furlough. He returned from Alaska sev- 
eral days ago, and has been staying at the 
Union Square Hotel. He went to the thea- 
tre and to’ dinner with a friend Monday 
night, and was on his way back to the hotel 
about midnight, when he was stopped at 
Fifteenth Street and Fourth Avenue by a 
well-dressed man. 

The man asked Lieut. Wensky the time, 
and almost immediately pounced upon him. 
He seized the soldier by the throat, threw 
him down, and stole a wallet containing 
$1,400 from his hip pocket. .The Lieutenant, 
who was a much larger man than the foot- 
pad, was taken by surprise. He gave chase 
quickly, however. The man ran to Irving 
Place, through to Seventeenth Street, and 
then to Third Avenug, where he was caught 
by a policeman. He nad thrown the pocket- 
book away. The officer begged the police- 
man to let him settle with the prisoner, but 
the policeman would not allow it. 

The thief was arraigned yesterday in the 
Yorkville Court. He said he was Albert 
Barnes of 1389 West Twenty-ninth Street. 


He was held in $1,000 bail by Magistrate 
Wentworth. 


Freight Crew Robbed in Ohio. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct. 4,—Another 
bold freight train, robbery took place last 
night near Randall Station, on the Erie 
Road. The alleged robbers are Thomas 
Riley and John Kelly, who are now in cus-. 
tody here. The two men boarded an Erie 
freight, and, it is charged, with cocked re- 
volvers compelled the men who were riding 
on the train to hand over all the valuables 
in their possession. How much was real- 
ized is not known. At Randall the train 
was stopped and the robbers jumped from 
the cars and ran, closely. pursued by the 
freight crew. After a long chase, in which 
Randall officers joined, and after a number 
of shots had been exchanged, the two men 
were captured.

| LAUNCHING OF THE ILLINOIS 


Battleship Glides Into the Water at 
Newport News Amid Cheers 
of a Vast Throng. 


CHRISTENED BY MISS LEITER 


No Hitch at Any Stage of the Proceed- 
ings — The Ceremony Followed 
by a Grand Banquet 
and Ball. 


NEWPORT NEWS, Va., Oct. 4.—Amid 
the enthusiastic plaudits of nearly 40,000 
intensely interested people, the shrill saluta- 
tion of steam whistles from many boats 
and tugs, and the strains of ‘“‘ The Star- 
Spangled Banner,” the first-class battleship 
Illinois slid into the water to-day. The 
launch was a brilliant success in every par- 
ticular, the mechanism and preparations 
being perfect. The assemblage of spectators 
was unprecedented in the history of the 
Newport News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock 
Company. 

Notable among the vessels in the harbor 
was the President's dispatch boat Dolphin, ° 
having on board Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Allen and a party of Washingtonians. 

The sponsor of the vessel, Miss Nancy 
Leiter of Chicago, arrived at 10:30, accom- 
panied by Gov. Tanner of Illinois, his staff 


in full uniform, and a crowd of distin- 
guished Chicagoans. The approach of the 
christening party was heralded by a chorus 
of voices, and as the party ascended the 
gayly decorated platform alongside the 
prow of the vessel, all eyes were turned 
toward Miss Leiter. 

While the crowd expectantly. waited, the 
keel blocks on which the hull rested and 
the shores along her sides were carefully 
removed until the weight rested upon the 
sliding ways. The vessel was held then 
only by the oaken planks between the slid- 
ing and the ground ways. As these were 
being severed by the saw, the sponsor stood 
waiting to perform her conspicuous part in 
the ceremony. 

Suddenly the painted mass of steel began 
to move, and, gaining speed as it went, slid 
toward the water. Just as the motion fair- 
ly began, Miss Leiter, who had been stand- 
ing with the christening bottle poised in the 
air, let it swing sharply against the bow 
simultaneously uttering the words: “ft 
christen thee Illinois,” and then, amid deaf- 
ening applause, the waving of banners, and 
the din of steam whistles, the gayly dec- 
orated hull, with more than 100 persons 
aboard, glided into the James River and, as 
her bows cleared the ways, slowly floated 
out into the stream. 

Among the distinguished spectators were 
Gov. John R. Tanner of Illinois, Gov. Tyler 
of Virginia, Mayor Carter Harrison of Chi- 
cago, Judge 'H. E. Hamlin of Shelbyville, 
Ind.; Assistant Secretary of the Navy Allen, 
Mrs. John A. Logan, Judge Advicate Gen- 
eral and Mrs. Lemly, Naval Constructor 
Philip Hichborn, designer of the vessel; 
Surgeon General and Mrs. Van Reypon, 
Paymaster General and Mrs. Stuart, Speak- 
erd Ryan of the Virginia House of Dele- 
gates, Senator Mason, Mrs. Mason, and 
the Misses Mason; Inter-State Commerce 
Commissioner Knapp, Congressman Foss 
,of Illinois, Assistant Secretary of War 
Meiklejohn, Commander and Mrs. Hawley, 
Capt. Paget, British Naval Attaché; Gen. 
Mertwago, Russian Naval Attaché; Mr. 
Kennedy, Italian Naval Attaché; Gen. Du- 
mont, and many others. 

At 4 o’clock the distinguished guests were 
entertained at a grand banquet in the beau- 
tifully decorated ballroom of the Chamber- 
lin Hotel. Covers were laid for 600 per- 
sons and the assemblage included, besides 
the notables at the launching, many mili- 
tary and naval officers. 

President C. B. Oreutt of the Newport 
News shipbuilding plant was toastmaster. 
The toasts and speakers were: 

“Our President,” by J. G. Hamlin of 
Shelbyville, Ill.; ‘** The State of Illinois,’ by 
Gov.

President Orcutt read the following tele- 
gram from C. P. Huntington: 

The great battleship takes her plunge 
too late for the war, bit her mission is 
none the less grand and noble, for she will 
go forth not only as a defender of the flag 
and the honor of the Nation, but as an- 
other guarantee of protection to American 
citizens everywhere in the pursuit of peace 
prosperity, and happiness, May her record 
be such that the great Certral State whose 
name she bears shall ever be proud of her 
namesake.” 

The banquet was followed by a ball. 


The Illinois is a sister ship of the Ala- 
bama, now building at Cramps’ yard, and 
of the Wisconsin, building at San Fran- 
cisco. Her dimensions are: Length, 368 
feet; beam, 72 feet 21%4 inches; draught at 
normal displacement of 11,525 tons, 23 feet 
6 inches. Her speed will be about 16% knots, 


and the indicated horse-power of her en- 
gines, 10,000. The normal coal supply is 
800 tons, and her full bunker capacity will 
be 1,400 to 1,500 tons. 

The main battery will consist of four 13- 
inch breech-loading rifles, in balanced tur- 
rets, and fourteen 6-inch rapid-fire guns. 
The secondary battery will consist of six- 
teen 6-pounder rapid-fire guns, four 1-pound- 
er rapid-fire guns, two Colt automatic ma- 
chine guns, and two field guns. She will 
have four torpedo tubes, 

The armor belt is 16% inches thick at the 
top and 9% inches thick at the bottom. This 
belt extends four feet below the water line. 
There is also diagonal armor 12 inches 
thick connecting the belt armor and bar- 
bettes, The first keel plate of the Illinois 
was laid Feb. 10, 1897, and she is to be 
completed in October, 1899.

BROOKLYN AT THE NAVY YARD. 


The cruiser Brooklyn arrived at the navy 
yard yesterday afternoon. She steamed 
from the man-of-war archorage off Tomp- 
kinsville, and was saluted by all the craft 
on the bay and East River. The navy yard 
tug Nina accompanied the cruiser. As thé 
Brooklyn drew near the yard a salute was 


fired to Commodore Philip, whose flag flew 
from the cruiser New York. The New York 
acknowledged the salute with seven guns 
for Capt, Cook. The Brooklyn was warped 
into a berth alongside the receiving ship 
Vermont. She will be lightened at once, 
and go into dry dock in about three days.

WARSHIPS AND PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


ALBANY, Oct. 4.—State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Charles R. Skinner, in a 
statement issued to-day, disapproves of the 
project to raise funds in the schools to 
build two warships, to be known as the 
“American Boy” and the ‘ American 
Girl.” 

Mr. Skinner says that his name has been 
placed on the commission to raise money 
to erect a monument to the memory of La- 
fayette, in- Paris, without his consent. He 
does not approve of the proposition to hold 
exercises in public schools to raise money 
for this purpose. He also thinks that the 
proposed peace jubilee is a premature event, 
peace not having as yet been concluded be- 
tween this country and Spain.

One of Their Naval Officers Says that 
They Were Ready for a Fight 


with Dewey. 


From The Brooklyn Eagle of Yesterday. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—Reports which 
have been received recently at the Navy 
Department from our naval attachés abroad 


throw much light on the attitude assumed |. 


by Germany during the trouble at the Phil- 
ippine Islands, and they also indicate that 
war between that country and the United 
States was only averted by the narrowest 
margin. The strained relations between Ad- 
mirals Dewey and Von Diedrich became so 
acute at one period that a slight move on 
the part of any of our officers there would 
have been the signal for the discharge of a 
German gun at the Stars and Stripes. At 
one time a German warship, the Kaiserin 
Augusta, was cleared for action, and every 
gun on her was trained on Admiral Dewey’s 
flagship. 

This sensational news reached the Navy 
Department to-day in the form of a com- 
munication from our Naval Attaché at Ber- 
lin, who secured a copy of the following 
letter, written by a German naval officer 
on board the warship Kaiserin Augusta to 
his brother in Berlin. The letter is dated 
June 14, when the situation at Manila was 
particularly critical. When the communica- 
tion was first started, the Kaiserin Augusta 
was at Mariveles, a port of one of the isl- 
ands of the Philippine group. ‘‘ We are 
about to sail for Manila,’’ writes the Ger- 
man officer, ‘“‘a distance of three hours’ run 
from here, with the vessel cleared for ac- 
tion. The Prince William and the Cor- 
morant are with us. The Kaiser is with 
the Admiral at Manila. The American Ad- 
miral notified Admiral Von Dietrich that 
every ship entering the harbor—merchant 
vessel or warship—will have to receive an 
American officer on board. The answer that 
Admiral Von Dietrich gave him you can 
well imagine, but the last thing that the 
Yankees said was that their Admiral in- 
tended to carry this order out. We re- 
ceived orders to go into the harbor with the 
ship cleared for action, which was done 
within the three hours. The Augusta will 
probably receive her baptism of fire soon. 
it is a pity, however, that most of our crew 
are new recruits. I ‘hope, however, to close 
this letter to-day, if God wills, unless af- 
fairs go so far that I will not be able to add 
a few liges to this letter to-night.” 

, — the letter stopped, but was’ continued 
ater: 

“Dear Brother: The affair ran to sand. 
The Yankee did nothing—no boat came near 
us. We ran in with the flag at the peak in- 
stead of at the flagstaff. All the guns were 
loaded and we had live torpedoes in the 
tubes. The upper deck was cleared of 
everything movable, ventilators, &¢., and 
boats were swungin. We ran in very slow- 
ly, going at eight knots, so as to give the 
Americans plenty of time, though as we 
passed them we went with fall steam to the 
flagship. The enthusiasm on board was 
great. Everybody was anxious to go into 
battle with the Augusta, as she would be a 
magnificent ship in action. Her speed, her 
five torpedo tubes, and the 15-centimeter 
rapid-fire guns would have beeen terribly 
destructive. We had the red war torpedo 
heads on instead of the yellow ones, and it 
seemed to me that we would appear ex- 
ternally as though smeared with blood, and 
if any one had opposed us they would have 
experienced the awful effect of our fire. 
Everything went off very well, though it 
was for the Americans a moral surrender.’’ 

Our naval officers indignantly deny that 
Admiral Dewey backed down in the manner 
indicated by the German officer. It is de- 
clared at the Navy Department that Dewey 
made no such statement that no ship could 
enter the Harbor of Manila without first 
being boarded by one of his officers. A re- 
port to this effect was ci, ‘lated at Manila, 
but it was unfounded. Admiral Dewey is- 
sued but few proclamations, but he stuck to 
every one of them. He did dictate to the 
German and other foreign warships what 
anchor ground they could occupy at Manila, 
and the Germans as well as the others ob- 
served his directions in this matter strictly. 


AGONCILLO SEES MR. ADEE. 


Report that the Philippine Agent Has 
Been Refused Recognition by 
the President. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—A report was cur- 
rent to-night that the Philippine agent 
Agoncillo, who recently arrived in this coun- 
try representing the insurgent Government, 
had been refused recognition by the Presi- 
dent. It was impossible, however, to ob- 
tain from any authoritative scource infor- 
mation on the subject. 

Agoncillo and his interpreter, Lopez, vis- 
ited the State Department to-day. They 
had an interview with Assistant Secretary 
Adee. Previous to his visit to the depart- 
ment, Agoncillo, it is believed, had received 
from his Government at Malolos the in- 
structions which he has been awaiting here 
for some time, and which came only after 
three separate requests for them had been 
cabled to the insurgent Government. 

Mr. Lopez to-night, in speaking in behalf 
of his chief, refused to make any statement 
bearing on the report that the insurgents 
are not to have any recognition before the 
Paris Commission, but would only go so far 
as to admit that the instructions awaited 
by Agoncillo had been received. The ar- 
rangements, while vet incomplete, contem- 
plate his departure for New York during the 
present week. Thence he will go to Paris, 
but just when he refuses to say. 


SAW NAVAL FIGHT AT MANILA. 


Captain of a British Bark Witnessed 
Destruction of Spanish Fleet. 


Capt. William Robertson of the British 
bark Jane Burrill, which arrived yesterday 
from Manila, was an eye witness of the 
naval battle of May 1. Several American 
vessels had acted on orders to leave two or 
three days before Dewey’s arrival, and the 
other merchant craft were anchored several 
miles from the Cavite fort, before which lay 
the Spanish men-of-war. 

The Captain said that he was awakened 
by the firing of guns, and got out on deck 
in time te see the American fleet steaming 
in past Corregidor Island. ‘I hardly real- 
ized,” said the Captain, ‘‘ that a battle was 
about to take place. The American ships 
circled around and headed direct for the 
arsenal, the Spanish ships opening: fire. I 
suppose their shots went soMewhere, but I 
guess Admiral Dewey saw they couldn’t hit 
and he edged nearer with each swing and 


just hammered them with broadsides. It 
was the greatest spectacle I ever saw. 

‘“‘ When the American fleet in the midst of 
the fight retired across the bay I couldn't 
think what was up, but supposed the Ameri- 
cans were going over to say their morning 
prayers. I learned later that they moved 
away so as to eat breakfast. Then they 
went back and blazed away hammer and 
tongs. The Yankes fired fast and accurate- 
ly. It wasn’t true that when they drew off 
for breakfast they went behind the for- 
eign shipping. The Spaniards fired from 
the shore batterv at Manila over our heads, 
and the Americans could not have returned 
that fire without endangering the lives of 
non-combatants in the city. Admiral Dewey 
sent word that if the battery did not cease 
firing he would bombard the city, and it 
ceased, 

“I did not meet the Admiral,.but I can 
say that he looked out for foreign shipping. 
We were all called upon to move our an- 
chorage over to Cavite. I was unable to 
finish loading, for lack of help. I had my 
crew unload one lighter that was alongside 
and part of another. Then a storm struck 
us, and the lighter, with 150 bales of hemp, 
was run ashore. A United States naval 
launch subsequently went alongside of it 
and set the noe afire. I suppose that was 
to prevent it falling into the hands of the 
Spaniards. I brought out 11,000 bales.”

Men_Who Wish to be Mustered Out 
Will Circulate a Round Robin. 


Active measures were begun yesterday by 
the enlisted men of the Ninth Regiment, 
New York Volunteers, to checkmate the re- 
ported scheme of Col. Greene to keep the 
regiment in service and indefinitely postpone 
the muster-out. As soon as the published 
news of the scheme circulated among the 
men early in the day, some of the leading 
privates and non-commissioned officers de- 
cided to take concerted action against the 
Colonel. About twenty of these men met 
in a room near the armory, and as a result 
it was decided to prepare a round robin 
for circulation among the men and for 
presentation to the Govenor. The robin will 
make a most vigorous protest against re- 
voking the orders for the muster-out. 

Although no drills were scheduled to take 
place last night, and although the drill hall 
and the company quarters were in darkness, 
fully 200 of the non-commissioned officers 
of the regiment were congregated on Four- 
teenth Street, in front of the armory, ex- 
citedly discussing the situation. About 9 
o’clock, while the men were talking, Col. 
Greene and a number of Captains arrived 
at the armory and held a consultation in 
the Adjutant’s room that lasted until near- 
ly 11 o’clock. At its conclusion, Col. Greene 
refused to make any statement whatever. 


Death of Lieut. M. J. Mahoney. 


Lieut. M. J. Mahoney of Company A. 
Ninth New York, died at his home, 600 
Third Avenue, yesterday of typhoid pneu- 
monia. Lieut. Mahoney had been sick ten 
days. He was with his regiment at Peeks- 
kill and Chickamauga, and when it re- 
turned to this city he was apparently in 
good health.

evacuation. It is expected that all the 
Spanish troops at Manzanillo will have 
evacuated that city by Friday next, going 
by the transports Puerto Rico and Antino- 
genes Menendez to Cienfuegos, from which 
port they will be shipped to Spain, 


Cuban Insurgent Government. 


HAVANA, Oct. 4.—It is reported that the 
headquarters of the Cuban insurgent Goy- 
ernment will be moved within a fortnight 


to Varadero, a seaside resort near Cardenas. 
It is added that the first person to arrive 
there will be the former Vice President of 
the Cuban Republic, Sefior Domingo Men- 
dez Capote. 


CUBAN TOBACCO TRADE. 


Manufacturers and Exporters Alarmed 
at the Proposed New Tariff. 


HAVANA, Oct. 4.—The tobacco mer- 
chants, planters, manufacturers, and ex- 
porters are greatly excited and apprehensive 
over the new tariff‘-which Washington pro- 
poses to apply. Committees representing 
the manufacturers and exporters have 
placed the matter fully before Mr. Robert 
P. Porter, the United States Special Com- 
missioner, explaining wherein the proposed 
tariff would be a deathblow to the tobacco 
industry of the island, and urging him to 
bring the question before President Mc- 
Kinley, with a recommendation that the 
tariff be modified. 

Gustav Bock. representative of one of the 
largest tobacco syndicates in the island, has 
forwarded to President McKinley, through 
Mr. Porter, a long and careful study of the 
problem. Mr. Luis Marx, one of the fore- 
most American tobacco merchants here, has 


been chosen by the various tobacco in- 
terests as a special delegate to proceed to 
Washington to urge a revision of the pro- 
osed tariff. He will leave to-morrow for 
Washington, oing by way of Tampa. 
Heretofore importation of any kind of 
tobacco has been prohibited; but the pro- 
‘posed tariff would admit importation. he 
duty on leaf tobacco is fixed at $1.50 per 
pound for stripped and $1 dollar for un- 
stripped. This, while virtually prohibitive 
for fliers would easily allow the importa- 
tion of Sumatra wrappers, which would 
work ruin by the adulteration to Havana

bp the same way the duty imposed on 
‘manufactured tobacco, of $3.60 per 1,000, 
would allow cheap and inferior grades of 
foreign tobacco to be imported here, to get 
naturalization, and then to be re-exported 
as Havana tcbacco, a process which could 
have but one result—that of discrediting 
and ruining the status of the Hewvana arti; 
cle in every market in the world

HOSPITAL ASSESSES SOLDIERS. 


St. John’s, Long Island City, Collects 
#1 Each for Discharges. 


Two soldiers who had been undergoing 
treatment at St. John’s Hospital, Long 
Island City, told Major Appel, the Surgeon 
at the Army Buiiding, that they had been 
compelled to pay $1 each for a discharge 
from St. John’s Hospital. The soldiers 
were Andrew C. Kitchen of the Second In- 
fantfy, and Henry R. Smith of the Tenth 
Infantry. They were convalescent from ty- 
phoid, and just before they left the hospital 
were told that Major Appel would require 
a discharge from the hospital surgeon be- 
fore he would grant a travel furiough. 

St, John’s Hospita! was at once called up 
on the telephone by an attache of Major 
Appel’s office, and Dr. James F. Power, the 
house surgeon, admitted that he had asked 
and received a dollar from each of the sol- 
diers. He saii that it was customary in 
that hospital for the staff to charge a 
dollar for any certificate signed by any of 
them. Dr. Power was instructed to sign 
any paper or certificate necessary for the 

roper discharge of any soldier in St. John’s 

ospital, and then send his bill to Major

ajor Appel later. in the day met Dr, 
Valentine of the St. John’s in Long Island 
City, where he went to get a number of 
sick soldiers expected to arrive on a train, 
and Dr. Valentine assured him that he was 
sorry that the men had been charged for 
their discharges, and said that in the future 
he would have the sister superior sign the 
dischei ges, 


Discharges from Bryan’s Regiment. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—The request of 
Col. William J. Bryan of the Third Ne- 
braska Infantry for the discharge of a 
number of men of that regiment, who de- 
giré to return to their homes, was granted 


Secretary of War to-day in about 
Fag cases. ef ia understood that there 
are pearly 100 men in the regiment who 


are doing their utmost to secure their dis- 
charge. It is said that Col. Bryan has 
indorsed the application in many cases, but 
that they lack the approval of the brigade 
and corps commanders.

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 4.—The torpedo 
boat destroyer Farragut exceeded her con- 
tract speed yesterday.

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Gen. Wheeler Relates His Observa- 
tions at Santiago and Mon- 
tauk Point. °°: 


HE HAS: NO FAULT TO FIND 
> Sneath 
Suffering in Cuba, He Says, Was Not 
Caused by Neglect—Considers 
Camp Wikoff Unexampled 
for Excellence. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—The War Inves- 
iigating Commission began taking testi- 
mony to-day, and Maj.-Gen. Joseph Wheeler 
was on the stand the greater part of the 
day. There was a full attendance of the 
Commission and the doors of the room in 
which the inquiry is conducted were for 
the first time opened to representatives of 
the press. 

Gen. Wheeler’s testimony covered 
case of the soldiers at the two 
portant points of Santiago and 
koff. He said with reference to. the 
conduct of affairs at Santiago that 
there necessarily had been some suffering 
in the trenches, but that Gen. Shafter had 
exercised’ the utmost effort to protect his 
men. There had been,.he said, a shortage 
of land transpertaticn facilities for atime, 
and there had been no tents for a week, al- 
though the roads were very fair. 

He revealed for the first time that he had 
some feeling over the fact that his com- 
mand had been. given the fourth place in 
Gen, Shafter’s order for the landing at 


Santiago, when he had thought he was en- 
utled to be allowed to land first on account 
of his rank. 

The entire afternoon session was devoted 
to the examination of conditions at Camp 
Wikoff, on Long Island, The General con- 
tended that Wikoff was a model camp, the 
climate a salubrious one, and the accommo- 
dations quite exceptional.in character. He 
considefted the hospital capacity equal to 
the demands upon it, and said that no mili- 
tary camp in history was ever. so well sup- 
plied in all respects as was this. ‘‘ Red- 
tape ’’ methods were entirely abolished and 
the demands of the men were met as soon 
as they were properly voiced. 


THE MEDICAL CORPS. 


Discussing the Medical Department’s 
work at Santiago, Gen. Wheeler said that 
at times there were complaints, but not of 
@ serious nature. On occasions there was 
a shortage of surgeons, some of the doc- 
tors being sick or wounded. ' According to 


his belief, the wounded in battle reeagived 
prompt care from the medical men. All 
the injured were carried from the field -the 
night after the fight of July 1. He said 
that there had been a full quota of physi- 
cians and nurses, but that if more had been 
furnished the men would have been better 
cared for, 

Gen, Wheeler had known of no instances 
of sick men dying from want of. care from 
the physicians. So far as he knew, there 
was general commendation of the work of 
the Medical Corps. He thought there had 
been some complaints from officers in his 
command as to the scarcity of medical sup- 
plies, and in such cases he had had them 
supplied as rapidly as possible. There was 
a deficiency of ambulances, he said, due 
to the exigencies of the situation, 


THE ARMY TRANSPORTS, 


Referring to the transports used by the 
army, Gen, Wheeler said he had heard lit- 
tle complaint, except upon the score of the 
heat of the sleeping quarters. Coming back 
from Santiago he was a passenger on the 
Miami, having chosen it because it was said 


to be the worst. He had found it to be 
very comfortable, and when the troops were 
landed at Montauk there were only thirty- 
four sick. Only three or four were unable 
to si..id up for inspection. There was plen- 
ty of water on the vessel and sufficient ice 
for the use of the sick, but not for others. 

There had been difficulty in getting the 
transports to lie inshore as closely as was 
desirable when the invading army reached 
the Cuban coast, the General said. The 
masters of the vessels claimed .to.have 
their authority from the Quartermaster’s 
Department, but he thought the command- 
ing officers had acted independently as to 
how far out they should lie. 

It was while speaking about the transports 
that Gen. Wheeler revealed the fact that he 
had felt offended when Gen. Shafter, ac- 
cording to Gen, Wheeler’s view, had not 
given sufficient consideration to the latter's 
rank and his claim to be landed first. 


SLEPT WITHOUT TENTS. 


The tents were left on board the trans- 
ports, Gen, Wheeler said, because it was 
felt that no time should be consumed in 
moving them, and because there was a lack 
of facilities for transportation to the front. 
The men, therefore, were without shelter 


for seven days. He had not himself been 
supplied with a tent, and his illness had 
been caused by the exposure. 

It was because of the lack of. proper 
transportation that the siege guns were not 
brought up. The roads were in good condi- 
tion at first. 

Gen. Wheeler said that only two regi- 
ments had reported a shortage of rations, 
and he had immediately telephoned to the 
rear, and the shortage, which was due to 
accident, had been adjusted. There was 
suffering when the men were compelled to 
lie On the breastworks. The meat was 
poor, and they had no bread but hardtack,. 
They were forced to lie in the sun and 
water alternately, and necessarily there 
was much sickness. 

The supplies he considered sufficient, ex- 
cept in a few instances, and in those in- 
stances the deficiency was only temporary. 
“Gen. Shafter,” he said, “deserves great 
credit for the zeal he displayed in this re- 
spect. He devoted himself to this task, and 
I think there is no doubt that he succeeded. 
We used pack trains and there was com- 
paratively little suffering because of the 
shortness of Quartermasters’ supplies.” 

After the destrucilon of Cervera’s fleet, 
and when there was no danger from navi- 
gating the seas, Gen. Wheeler said, the 
army was more abundantly supplied than 
any army in the field had ever been. The 
various societies had, he said, responded 
most liberally to the needs of the army. 


KNEW OF NO NEGLECT. 


Asked if he thought there had been any 
neglect in preparing for the campaign, he 
said he had been so busily occupied that 
he had not given the matter great attention, 
but he had not thought at the time that 
any precaution had been neglected, Dis- 


cussing the plan of campaign, he said he 
doubted whether any more effective plan 
could have been adopted. 

In speaking in a general way of recom- 
mendations for the future, he said the men 
should be kept off the ground, and be well 
sheltered from the rain by good tents. 
There should also be much care in regard to 
transportation facilities and as to medical 
and commissary supplies, and well-trained 
teamsters should be regularly employed. 

In speaking of Tampa, Gen. Wheeler said 
that at the season he was there—the first 
half of June—the site was without objec- 
tion, but he had felt that it would be wet 
later in the season. It was his impression 
that Tampa had been selected as a camp 
site. after the beginning of the war. and 
was incidental to the intended movement 
on Havana. There was, he said, at times 
some shortage of supplies at the camp, 
“but nothing,” he added, “that a soldier 
could complain of.”’ 


VIEWS OF MONTAUK. 


Gen, Wheeler in the afternoon spoke espe- 
cially of his experiences at Camp Wikoff, 
Montauk Point. He arrived at the camp 
on the 17th of August, and by the direc- 
tion of the President had taken command 
of the camp, remaining until Sept. 6 The 
President had ordered him to spare no 
pains or expense to make the men com- 
fortable. Upon taking command he made 
an examination of the camp, and found it 


necessary to undertake much preparation 
to care for the men properly. It was, for 
instance, necesSary to bore wells, lay water 
pipes, build laundries, &c. It was also 
necessary to build disinfecting plants, to 
get floors for the tents, to erect hospitals, 
&e. The Surgeons, at his request, had made 
a list of special articles to be purchased 
for the sich. The people came with many 
kinds of food ‘and I undertake to say,”

HOSPITAL TENTS FLOORED. 


The hospital tents were, he said, all 
floored. The patients were laid upon mat- 
tresses oh the floor, and were supplied with 
clean bed Mnen. From first to last 10,000 
patients entered the hospitals at Montauk.

knew, the hospitals had up to thi¥ time been 
equal to the demands upon them. Over 3,252 
of the Santiago troops had been reported 
sick on arrival, but many others of the. ar- 
rivals were. really sick. 

He stated that visiti ladies had made 
frequent complaints to him of specific cases 
in which sick men were not properly cared 
for, but he found upon investigation in each 
case that the physicians said the iadies 
were mistaken. 

Only 260 of the men had died in the ex- 
istence of the camp. He knew nothing of 
the details of interments, and could not say 
whether any bodies had been buried without 
clothing. pon the whole, he thought the 
fact that there had been. no spread of yel- 
low fever from the camp was quite mar- 
velous. One of the greatest difficulties he 
had encountered was to control properly the 
removal of sick soldiers by. their relatives 
in cases where sympathy and affection often 
acted instead of discretion. He had, he 
said, no Medical Director, but gave his or- 
ders to various physicians, who seemed to 
be equally in charge. 


FEAR OF YELLOW FEVER. 


Replying to Dr. Jenkins, as quoted in The 
New York World’s specifications, " Gen. 
Wheeler said that if the soldiers had not 
been landed at some isolated place, such 
as Montauk Point, the fear of yellow fever 


would have caused a general outcry. The 
experts had differed in opinion as to whether 
there had been ey d yellow fever at Wikoff. 
Even at Santiago he had found that the ex- 
perts were unable to determine whether a 
patient had yellow fever. He thought it 
would have been cruel to send the men 
home within five days after their landing, 
as Dr, Jenkins had suggested. As a matter 
of fact, many of them were sick and needed 
attention in the hospitals. They would have 
fallen sick on the trains and attracted gen- 
eral attention to the situation. 

The distress was due to the condition of 
the men and not to the topographical or 
climatic conditions. Ninety per cent. had 
the fever in them, and the officers suffered 


as much as the men. Montauk Point, he | 


thought, in brief, was necessary for quar- 
antine PR to prevent the spread of 
fever, if for no other purpose. 

Replying to other allegations made by The 
World, Gen. Wheeler gave details of the 
arrival of troops from Cuba. He said he 
did not think the hospitals were crowded; 
that if the sick men were without blan- 
kets or adequate shelter, he had not known 
the fact, and if he had known such a’ want 
he would have supplied it; that no effort 
was made to furnish cots to.the soldiers, 
but that as soon as possible floors were put 
in the tents, and they were all suppliea with 
straw beds. In the beginning there were 
many tents without floors; that, if the men 
had no blankets, the fault must have been 
either their own or that of their command- 
ing officers, 


NO “RED TAPE” USED. 


In such cases as this last named there 
was no “red tape’”’; the men were supplied 
immediately. He mentioned one case in 
which he had telegraphed to New York 
for four carloads of medicine, and it had ar- 


rived on the evening of the next day. If 
there had been any complaints about blan- 
ets, the wants could haye been almost im- 
mediately supplied. 

Gen, Wheeler asserted that it was true 
some of the employes used articles intend- 
ed for the sick, and he had been told b 
some ladies that physicians had appropri- 
ated some of the articles, including apol- 
linariy water, provided for the hospital. He 
had issued an order for the arrest of those 
engaged in such a practice. He had him- 
self seen a boy distributing oranges among 
his fellows. 

‘There were,”’ he said, ‘“ undoubtedly indi- 
vidual cases of suffering and of neglect, but 
they were the exception.”’ 

At 4 o’clock the commission adjourned un- 
til to-morrow. Gen. Wheeler will resume 
his testimony at 10:30 to-morrow, and will 
probably be followed by Gen. H. V. Boyn- 
ton. Gen. Fitzhugh Lee has notified the com- 
mission that he will not be able to appear 
before Thursday.

EXTERIOR BOULEVARD SCHEME 


Gen. Wood Also Proposes to Insure a 
Plentiful Water Supply by Boring 
Artesian Wells—Garcia to Go 
to Washington. 


i 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Oct. 4.—Gen. Wood 
proposes to inaugurate a system of munici- 
pal taxation, making the taxes retroactive 
to Sept..1. The funds of the Custom House 
cannot legally. be taken for municipal im- 
provements here or in this vicinity, though 
the present surplus is $100,000. Conse- 
quently, another source of revenue has to be 
obtained. 

There has been a law to tax and license 
every business and everybody; but. since the 
“ccupation of Santiago by the American 
troops these taxes have not been collected. 
Now, however, the minimum rates will be 


exacted, which will bring in a revenue of 
$150,000 per month, which is badly needed 
for local improvements. 

It is the policy of Gen. Wood to spend all 
he legitimately can upon Santiago, which is 
the exact opposite of the system adopted 
by the Spaniards. Water in the dry season 
costs 25 cents per barrel. Gen. Wood's plan 
is to bore artesian wells and obtain a plenti- 
ful supply of water. 

Santiago can. stand the expenditure of a 
lot of money in improvements, and Gen. 
Wood proposes building boulevards around 
the city, thus practically extending its limits 
and making the outskirts the most popular 
portion. But there is no idea of unduly tax- 
ing the people. The General will merely 
raise sufficient money to carry on the Mu- 
nicipal Government in a satisfactory man- 
ner. A committee, consisting of two Amer- 
ican officers ond two Cubans, has been ap- 
pointed to consider the best legal measures 
to be adopted under the circumstances. 

Gen, Calixto Garcia called on Gen. Wood 
yesterday. -He proposes going to Washing- 
ton to advocate Gen. Wood's plan of dis- 
banding the Cuban Army by giving to each 
soldier $25 in cash and agricultural imple- 
ments equivalent in value to that sum. 

Col. Ray claims that 70 per cent. of his

FIRE ON THE OBDAM. 


Transport with Sick Officers and Sol- 
diers on Board Compelled to 
Return to Santiago. 


SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Oct. 4.—The 
United States transport Obdam, which left 
here on Sunday with sick soldiers from 
Puerto Rico and a few officers from San- 
tiago, has returned-with her bunkers on fire. 
The presence of fire was discovered yester- 
day at 10 o’clock in the morning near the 


main hold, which was at once flooded with 
fifty tons of water, while a gang of men 
was py to work removing the ammunition, 
of which the ship carried a large supply. 

me sega Major Seaman reports all well on 
board. 

The officers and passengers declare that 
the coolness displayed by the men was won- 
derful. They all knew that the ship was 
carrying a large consignment of ammuni- 
tion, but they worked and behaved with as 
much self-possession as though on parade. 

As soon as the fire was discovered, the 
Obdam’s Captain summoned the military 
officers and consulted with them as to the 
best thing to be done. All were anxious to 
continue on the vessel’s course, but they 
decided that the danger of an explosion 
was too great. Nothing remained but to 
return to Santiago. 

Then all. the officers and. soldiers who 
were well enough started to fight the 
flames. They were still hard at work when 
the vessel reached port. 

Capt. Barker, Captain of the port here, 
immediately set 200 men to work at the 
pumps, and soon began to get the fire under 
control. It is hoped the Obdam will be able 
to resume her voyage in three or four days. 

Spontaneous combustion is believed to 
have been the cause. Naval officers here 
condemn the practice of carrying large 
quantities of ammunition on ships that are 
bearing sick troops, and they also consider 
the use of small coal—mostly dust—as bal- 
last dangerous.

CUBAN COMMISSIONS MEET. 


Session Held in the Colonial Govern- 
ment Palace at Havana. 


HAVANA, Oct. 4.—The United States and 
the Spanish Evacuation Commissioners held 
a: joint session this morning. The Spanish 
Commissioners, Admiral Manterola, Gen. 
Gonzalez Parrado, and Marquis de Montoro, 
with Sefior Giranta, and their respective 


staffs, arrived ut the palace of the Colonial 
Government at 8 o’clock,where they awaited 
the arrival of the American Commissioners, 
who put. in an appearance shortly before 9 
o’clock, coming in two well-appointed car- 


riages. 

The street opposite the palace and the en- 
trance to the building were carefully guard- 
ed by members of the Orden Publico. The 
first to alight was Gen. Wade, who was fol- 
lowed by Admiral Sampson, and their aides, 
Lieut. ade and Lieut. Marsh. These oc- 
cupied the first carriage. In the other came 
Gen. Butler, Col. Clous, Secretary to the 
American Commissioners; Capt. Page, and 
an interpreter. 

The Americans were received at the palace 
entrance by Sefior Girauta, Secretary to the 
Spanish, Commissioners, who escorted them 
to the Cabinet Room. 

The conference lasted two hours, no one 
being allowed to approach within a block’s 
distance. The meeting was over at lil 
o’clock, when a photographer took pictures 
of the joint commissions in several positions. 
Lunch was then served in the palace, after 
which the Commissioners separated. 


South American Volunteers Released.

These protests were recorded, and the 
proxy committee formerly appointed by 
President Hoffman withdrew for consulta- 
tion. The report of the committee gave 
the Hoffman party complete control, and 
the election of officers resulted as follows: 
President—R. Curzon Hoffman; Vice-Presi- 
dent—E, St. John. The old Board of Di- 
rectors was re-elected. 

Mr. Ryan will continue his fight in the 
federal courts and elsewhere until next

COTTON. 


The principal characteristic of yesterday’s 
cotton market was extreme apathy. The 
only feature was a sharp upturn which oc- 
curred shortly after the opening on a brief 
scare of shorts and light support from 
abroad. Early cables from the English 
market were about as expected, and at the 
start our market gave every indication of 
following a narrow rut throughout the day. 
The posting of the official weather bulletin, 
however, indicated unfavorable climatic con- 
ditions in the South, which, with a bullish 
set of crop dispatches from the Atlantic 
States, caused less-confident shorts to go 
ashore. On this demand prices jumped from 
5 to 7 points, and diring the first hour sen- 
timent was quite bullish. With the satis- 
faction of the early demand speculation fell 
off to an exceptionally small scalping busi- 
ness, and by midday a considerable portion 
of the early improvement had been lost un- 
der sheer absence of speculative interest. 
Estimates for a small movement at the 
more important ports and interior points to- 
day, and a forecast for threatening weather 
over a large portion of the belt during the 
immediate future gave shorts another spasm 
of fright and prices quickly rallied to the 
best point of the day early in the afternoon, 
with trading moderately active. Scattered 
investment orders came to hand and added 
to the generalsupport of the market, as wel! 
as proving an encouraging factor to timid 
longs. The South purchased on the advance, 
but later turned seller. At the close the 
market was quiet at a net gain of 2 to 4 

ints. According to the official weather 
bulletin, the Lower Mississippi Valley expe- 
rienced another very severe storm during ° 
the preceding twenty-four hours. The down- 
fall varied from 2 to 5 inches, and was be- 
lieved to have damaged open cotton to a 
considerable degree. Should cold weather 
strike the belt in the immediate future the 
bull traders claim the crop in this section 
would be ruined. The cold wave which has 
been central over the northwestern portion 


-of the country has taken a downward course 


and fears were entertained lest it reach the 
cotton belt. At Helena, Mon., the tempera- 
ture at 8 o’clock yesterday morning was 
24 degrees, with killing frost noted in the 
western portion of the wheat belt.

COFFEE. 


The market for coffee futures was desti- 
tute of feature yesterday morning. After 
opening steady at Monday night’s prices, 
speculation came to a standstill, and for 
the rest of the forenoon prices showed not 
the slightest variation. Later, however, 
business picked up somewhat and prices 
eased off slightly under bear hammering 
and discouraging reports from European 
markets. The close was steady, with prices 
unchanged to 5 points net lower. Hamburg, 
Rio, and Santos all reported slight declines, 
and Havre a reaction of 4f after having 
opened at an advance of 4f. Speculation at 
all these markets was stupidly slack, and 
the changes in quotations were for the most 
part nominal. The local bull element re- 
ceived some comfort from the fact that the 
distribution of coffee from warehouses in 
this country had again increased to a 
marked degree, while Brazilian receipts, if 
anything, showed signs of dwindling. The 
American visible stubbornly kept below the 
1,000,000-bag mark, and within 100,000 bags 
of the amount in sight the same time last 
year, A decline:of 1-16d in the rate of ex- 
change at Rio was believed to be but a 
natural reaction after the recent almost un- 
precedented advance, and predictions were 
that 9d would be reached before the end of 
the week.

FLATT AND ROOSEVELT. 

Harper’s Weekly promulgates certain 
theories of Col. ROOSEVELT’s nomination 
which do not seem to us to be consistent 
with each other or with the facts. Of Mr. 
P.LaTtT’s part in the matter it has this to 
Say: 

“ At first, we have no doubt, Mr. PLatr 
was determined that Mr: RoosEVELT should 
not be the head of the Republican ticket 
this year. Events, however, were too strong 
for the master-boss, and finally he accepted 
the inevitable, because if he had not he 


would have been obliged to accept Gov. 
BLack.” 


This means that with PLatt the alter- 
native to ROOSEVELT was BLack. But in 
the next paragraph the article from 
which we quote contains this statement 
about the nomination: 


“It is one in which good citizens will re- 
pes. because it shows that the people still 
ave a power which they can be stimulated 
on supreme occasions, and be- 
the most absolute boss must 


to exercise 
fore which 
give way. 

That means that with PLattT the alter- 
native to ROOSEVELT was destruction. He 
had to submit o1 resign his boss-ship. In 
this view of the case he could not have 
been “ obliged to accept BLack if he had 
not accepted ROOSEVELT.” If it be true 
that the people compelled Puatr to ac- 
cept ROOSEVELT then BLack was out of 
it from the beginning. 

But the theory of the popular selection 
of Col. RoosEVELT is weak, and we be- 
lieve it to be unfounded. The fact that 
RoosEVELT, if eligible, was the strongest 
candidate the Republicans could name 
this year became evident to the common 
mind about the Fourth of July. There is 
in the service of the Republican Party 
in the State one uncommon mind that 
does not wait for the revelation of events. 
It pierces.the future with its own private 
beams of prescience and usually sees in 
March what the rank and file of the party 
and the good men of the Union League 
Club began to get inklings of along in 
August. That mind belongs to THomas 
C. PLatr. So far from being “ at first” 
opposed to the nomination of RoosEVELT 
We venture to say that Mr. Piatt picked 
him out and intended to nominate him 
long before his name had occurred to any 
Republican of prominence or any consid- 
erable number of the rank and file of the 
party. A political stroke of such magni- 
tude and of such wisdom did not have to 
be forced upon a party leader so capable 
as Mr. PLATT. 

Anybody who attempts to trace the 
Roosevelt boom to its origin will find that 
it first came/to the public notice in the 
reports brought by the Platt machine 
leaders from up the State. These gen- 
tlemen with a surprising unanimity de- 
clared that the people in their districts 
demanded the nomination of RoosEvVELT 
and would take nobody else. There were 
days when a listener to the conversation 
of the Republican leaders in the Fifth 
‘Avenue Hotel would have concluded that 
the whole State beyond the Harlem and 
the Bronx was on fire for the Colonel of 
the Rough Riders. Such unanimity and 
such enthusiasm about the choice of the 
people on the part of politicians who 
have been accustomed to consult the 
choice of the boss rather than that of the 
people excited remark. 

It is said on excellent authority that in 
‘April of last year Mr. PLatt had resolved 
to nominate Sern Low for Mayor. Subse- 
quent conditions produced a change of in- 
tention. Yet if the candidate of the Citi- 
zens’ Union had been accepted by the Re- 
publicans, as it was plain in August that 
he hoped to be, men would have said that 
the people had forced PLattT to take Low. 
PuiaTT is not easily forced to do a thing 
he does not want to do. It required no 
forcing to make him nominate Roose- 
VELT. He was the original Roosevelt man. 

SPANISH STUPEFACTION. 

It is incredible. that the statesmen in 
Madrid can be sincerely “ stupefied” at 
the suggestion that we may demand pos- 
session of the Philippines. They pretend 
to be stupefied at the suggestion that we 
shail insist upon retaining even the Isl- 
and of Luzon, or even the city and harbor 
of Manila. 

' Upon the point of the possession of 
Manila there has been a great deal of 


| pettifogging going on in Madrid, the ob- 


ject of which is not at first very clear. 
The Spanish casuists have taken pains to 


show that the capture of Manila ought to, 


go for nothing, because it was made after 
the protocol had been signed. But what 
difference does that make? The protocol, 
in which Spain concurred, set forth that 
the United States would retain the city 
and harbor until the commission should 
decide the ultimate destiny of the Philip- 
pines. We would therefore hold it by 
the protocol if we did not hold it by con- 
quest, and all the hair-splitting.seems to 
be wasted. 

Of course, the Spanish wish to make 
the best bargain they can. All the petti- 
fogging and all the “stupefaction” de- 
note merely this. It may be that they 
hope to get some money for the Philip- 
pines. We did pay Mexico for the 
territory we took from her, but ‘there is 
no reason to expect that we “will be 
equally complaisant to Spain, Every re- 
cent war in which the victory has been 
decisive has been followed by the demand 
of a pecuniary indemnity limited only by 
the ability of the vanquished to pay or by 
the moderation of the victor, We have 
not demanded any pecuniary indemnity. 
The question what we shall take in lieu 
of such an indemnity is a question for us 
to determine with reference to our own 
interests and the interests of civilization 
and will be determined by our judgment 
upon those points. In this there is no 
matter whatever for Spanish “ stupefac- 
tion,” 


WAKING UP IN WASHINGTON. 


It is refreshing to learn that immedi- 
ately on receiving official intimation— 
which was promptly sent by our Minié- 
ter—that there was a possibility of dan- 
gerous confusion at Pekin, the Adminis- 
tration ordered the cruiser Baltimore and 
the gunboat Petrel to be sent from Ma- 
nila to the.nearest accessible point to the 
Chinese capital. It is true that in con 
parison with the naval force which Great 
Britain or Germany or Russia has at its 
disposal in the East these two vessels are 
not impressive. But they are represen- 
tative. They are the concrete notice by 
the United States that it has interests in 
China which it intends to safeguard, and 
that in any united or separate action 
made necessary for the Western powers 
in the development of the present crisis, 
it will take a definite position. 

The fact is that our commerce with 
China is already important, that it has 
recently advanced at a very marked rate, 
that the progress it has made is but the 
beginning of what may be an almost un- 
limited extension, and that its present 
field lies largely on the shores of Pe-chi-li 
Gulf, from which Pekin is to be reached. 

The latest figures of the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics—summary for April, 1898—show 
that, for the five years ending with 1897, 
while our imports from.China remained 
substantially the same, about $20,000,000, 
our exports to China advanced from 
about $4,000,000 to about $12,000,000, 
while the exports. to..Hongkong in the 
same period advanced from $4,200,000 to 
a little over $6,000,000. The most striking 
progress took place in the exports of cot- 
ton cloths, as the following figures show:

Next in volume and value are the ex- 
ports of mineral oils, which (to China and 
Hongkong) were in 1893 $2,652,000 and in 
1897 $4,529,000. Of little present impor- 
tance in amount, but showing significant 
progress, are the exports of the manu- 
factures of iron and steel, which were 
only $52,431 in 1893 and reached, in 1897, 
the sum of $333,007. 

The cotton goods in which our trade 
has made such substantial strides are of 
the coarser varieties made in the South, 
and when we consider the great advan- 
tages possessed by the British manufact- 
urerg in point of experience, accessibility 
to the markets, financial facilities, and 
extensive trade relations, it is a most en- 
couraging fact that the supply of the 
markets of Northern China has practi- 
cally been secured by American dealers. 
The treaty ports in the Gulf of Pe-chi-li 
take the bulk of the cotton goods export- 
ed by the United States. There is not the 
slightest doubt that in this region, dense- 
ly populated with the most industrious 
of the Chinese race, there is a field of 
very great promise. With the rapid ad- 
vance of improvement and organization 
in' the cotton trade of the South, the re- 
sources of which are now in the very 
earliest stage of development and have 
as yet hardly been explored, much less 
exploited, there is solid reason for ex- 
pecting that not only in Northern China, 
but in the whole of the Orient, a com- 
merce can be built up of great and stead- 
ily increasing importance. 

We have given these specific statistics 
relating to the trade of the last few years 
as showing the real and solid interests 
that the United States has in the condi- 
tions in China, interests which it is the 
plain duty of the Government to foster 
and defend with the utmost vigilance and 
energy. The Chinese Empire is plainly 
undergoing changes of a momentous 
cHaracter. Through the mystery that 
shrouds its poiitical and social system, 
profound as it is, there is evidence of this 
process. We know that the young Em- 
peror, KwanG-Su, on the eve of his dis- 
placement or death—the latter is not yet 
certain—issued edicts that were essen- 
tially revolutionary. They proclaimed 
freedom of direct petition and some de- 
gree of freedom of discussion, and re- 
quired publicity for all receipts and ex- 
penditures from the Mandarins, who are 
in theory the agents of the Emperor. 
They contained, moreover, the distinct— 
and to the Chinese the amazing—admis- 
sion that in some regards ‘‘ Western civ- 
flization is superior to the existing order 
of things in China.” It is easy to say that 
these edicts were promptly followed by 
the effacement of the Emperor. But the 
real significance of their issue lies in the 
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answer to the question: How came he to 
issue or to wish to issue them? By what 
protess, through what influence, was this 
frail youth, whose most impressive feat- 
ure is described by the Ambassadors who 
have seen him to be his “ melancholy and 
frightened eyes,” led to take a step of 
such tremendous import, changing with 
one stroke of the pen the attitude main- 
tained by, Chinese Emperors for centu- 
ries, that of the absolute ruler in a per- 
fect empire? 

One of two things—possibly both— 
must, in our present state of information, 
be accepted. Hither the vitalizing influ- 
ence of Japan or the awakened intellect 
and energy of a powerful faction in 
China, has penetrated the solemn seclu- 
slon' of the Emperor and determined the 
highest political and religious authority 
in the empire to. seek to turn its course 
away from the past and toward the fut- 
ure. In any case, the possibilities of de- 
velopment among a nation of some 400,- 
000,000 of industrious, hardy, self-sup- 
porting people are obviously greatly ad- 
vanced. The chance that China may. be 
opened to the trade of the world is to-day 
far greater than it was a month ago. 
When that happens, and as it happens, 
the opportunity for the United States will 
be one that it would be criminal folly to 
neglect. The action of the Administra- 
tion in sending the naval vessels toward 
Pekin is an indication that Washington 
is at last waking up. Nor need our con- 
servative friends*fear that this involves 
new and dangerous complications in for- 
eign relations, What the United States 
requires, and all that it requires, is that 
in any changes that may come in China 
our right to trade shall be the same as 
that of other nations. There is nothing 
selfish or aggressive in that. It isa pol- 
icy sure to be for the greatest good of all. 
It will be a bright day for civilization 
when the co-operation of the two great 
Anglo-Saxon powers shall be secured for 
80 beneficent an end. 


COLLIS AND THE ASPHALT, 

In bringing charges against Gen. CoLuts 
and his deputies the Mayor’s Commission- 
ers of Accounts have attacked the admin- 
istration of Mayor StTrRone at its most 
vulnerable point. The Department of 
Public Works was notoriously the weak- 
est, least defensible, and most unsatis- 
factory part of the Strong administration, 
It was the department where politics and 
“pull”’ retained a surer place than any- 
where else, and the one against which 
popular complaint was most frequent and 
vociferous. Still, neither the Commis- 
sioners’ charges nor Gen. COoLLis’s 
newspaper interview defense will have 
conclusive weight with candid minds un- 
til both sides have had a chance to be 
heard and to submit proofs. 

If the District Attorney follows the in- 
structions of Mayor VAN Wyck, we shall 
presently know whether the city has been 
Swindled in asphalt contracts. It is not 
an answer or a defense for Gen. CoLuis to 
show, as he declares he can show, that 
for the same money he laid more asphalt 
pavement than any of his predecessors 
in the office of Commissioner of Public 
Works. .The question is not what Gi_Roy 
or Day paid, but what CoLuis paid. Was 
it, as the Commissioners of Accounts as- 
sert, one dollar per square yard above the 
price paid for the same pavement in other 
cities? If he did pay one dollar per yard 
above the market price, it ought to go 
hard with him. If he pursues the Alger 
tactics and puts the blame on his depu- 
ties, he will stiil have to answer the 
charge of incompetence. The responsi- 
bility is his. The charge that there is a 
combination among the asphalt compa- 
nies which compels the city to pay an ex- 
travagant price for its pavements has 
been often made. The occasion of the in- 
quiry into the present charges should be 
availed of to go to the bottom of that ac- 
cusation. 

The Commissioners of Accounts went 
far beyond their province when they as- 
sured the Mayor that the “remedy” for 
the condition of things they have exposed 
is to have the city lay its own asphalt 
pavements, “under the supervision of 
men of experience in this particular 
branch, (not engineers.”) That is not a 
remedy. It is an absurdity. If the city 
undertakes to lay asphalt, our pavements 
will cost us more than they have ever 
cost, and they w'll be very bad pave- 
ments. For one thing, they would be 
constantly in bad repair. The contract 
with the asphalt companies provides that 
they shall keep their work in repair for 
fifteen years. The city would never have 
any such incentive to inspect and mend 
its own work. Under fair competition 
the private companies can undoubtedly 
lay pavements better and cheaper than 
the clty can do it. If the city officials 
are honest, competent, and vigilant, they 
will not be cheated. 


VOLUNTEERS AND GARRISONS, 

It is no wonder that the enlisted men 
‘in the volunteers should be disgusted 
with the prospect of doing garrison duty 
indefinitely in the West Indies or the 
Philippines. They say, with truth, that 
they did not enlist for that purpose, but 
to fight the war with Spain. They wish 
to be mustered out. On the other hand 
many, perhaps most, of the officers desire 
to remain in the service. 

Of course, the men will go where they 
are ordered to go. But that does not alter 
thé fact that garrison duty in foreign 
countries is not an occupation fit for am- 
ateur soldiers. For that matter, neither 
is fighting a war of invasion. We have 
found in the Spanish war precisely what 
we found half a century before in the 
Mexican war, that it is only regulars, 
that is to say, professional soldiers, who 
can be trusted to do such work. The duty 
of a citizen is to defend his home, and 
that is the one niilitary service which 
ean be expected of men who are not sol- 
diers by trade, or which they can per- 
ferm. In Cuba, where alone we have had 


any real fighting, the work has been done 
by the little regular army of the United 
States, If the army had been four times 
as large, the work would have been done 
at far less cost, and at far less risk. It 
should have been made four times as 
large as soon as the trouble with Spain 
began to be serious, It is the fault of 
Congress that it was not so enlarged. 
The general American optimism combined 
with the particular Congressional dema- 
gogism to enlarge the army by adding 
amateurs instead of increasing the’ num- 
ber of professionals. 

No doubt the army will be enlarged at 
the next session of Congress. The dem- 
onstration of the necessity of. an enlarge- 
ment made by the war cannot have been 
lost even upon members of Congress. But 
the enlargement will not take effect in 
time to relieve the volunteers from garri- 
son duty in our newly acquired posses- 
sions. Their service will be provisional, 
but it may very likely cover the whole 
period of their enlistment. 

As a necessary preparation for possible 
war we need a far larger army than we 
have had here at home. It is highly de- 
sirable that this army shall be kept at 
home, and familiarized with operations 
on a much larger scale than that of the 
“two-company post.” It will be, accord- 
ing to the terminology of the nation by 
whose ‘‘imperialistic’’ experience we 
may chiefly learn, a ‘‘ home army.” The 
garrisons of our dependencies are an- 
other matter. According to the most ex- 
pert witnesses, a white American man 
cannot do a full day’s work either in the 
Philippines or the Antilles without in- 
jury. That is one good reason why the 
garrisons of the islands should for the 
greater part at least be composed of “ na- 
tives.””’ They might to some extent be of- 
ficered by natives. This measure would 
afford a safety valve for the ambitious 
and turbulent natives in the West or the 
East Indies, which would be of the ut- 
most importance, The potential useful- 
ness of it is indicated when so important 
a Cuban leader as Gen. Garcia is induced 
to take service under the Government of 
the United States. To open the military 
service of the islands to their natives is 
an immense recourse of which we should 
not fail to avail ourselves. It would bea 
solution of many perplexing problems. 
As for the rank and file, we know that 
both Cubans and Filipinos can be made 
good soldiers when well officered. In- 
deed, mankind is coming to the conclu- 
sion that the fighting qualities of differ- 
ent races vary very much less than their 
qualities of leadership. But there will 
also be room in these garrisons for very 
many American officers of volunteers 
who may have commended themselves by 
their behavior in command of the provis- 
ional garrisons to their official superiors. 
The diverse desires of the officers and the 
privates of the volunteers could in this 
way be reconciled, for while the enlisted 
men would be mustered out at the expi- 
ration of their enlistment, those officers 
who had been found deserving would re- 
main in the service. 

There seems to be no reason to doubt 
that this plan would work excellently 
under the superintendence of Gen. MER- 
RITT and Gen. BRooKE and Gen. WADE. 
On the other hand, there is no reason to 
believe that it would work well, or at 
all, under the superintendence of a poli- 
tician forced upon the President by the 
“united Congressional delegation” of 
any State of this Union. 


TROUBLE ON THE TRANSPORTS. 

Much comfort is to be derived from the 
comparative frequency with which we are 
hearing at present of effective protests on 
the part of army officers against the bru- 
tality and dishonesty of the Captains of 
transports. At the beginning of the war, 
and long afterward, these zealous repre- 
sentatives of greedy shipowners were al- 
lowed to do as they pleased, and what 
pleased them was to get every possible 


“cent out of the enntracts under which the 


Government was supposed to have the 
use of their vessels. Accustomed to tyr- 
annizing over helpless sailors to practi- 
cally any extent that suited their tastes 
and their pockets, these petty monarchs 
of the quarterdeck were utterly indiffer- 
ent to the interests of the country, and 
to the lives as weli as the health and 
comfort of their soldier passengers. The 
results have been fully described in the 
newspapers ever since the work of trans- 
portation began, but it is only recently 
that anybody has ventured to show just 
where the trouble originated. 

There is no mystery about it now. 
First the correspondents told of delay in 
movements, of wasted supplies, of extor- 
tionate charges, and of insolent refusals 
to obey orders—all a part of the policy 
that made the profits of owners and the 
convenience of Captains matters of first 
importance, and everything else, includ- 
ing the swift and successful prosecution 
of the war, of secondary moment or of 
none at alk 
companies and regiments, and the Sur- 
geons in charge of sick soldiers, are be- 
ginning to assert themselves. They have 
been very slow to realize that, though ap- 
peals to the War Department might go 
unheeded, an instant effect would be pro- 
duced if the facts were in some way or 
other brought to public attention. They 
have finally done so, however, and al- 
ready the Captains are receiving their 
deserts. Some of them have been sum- 
marily set ashore and others have been 
made to appreciate that a higher author- 
ity than theirs exists, that a transport is 
public property, and that ske can move 
even though not crowded to suffocation. 

It must be remembered, however, that 
these obnoxious Captains could as eAsily 
have been reduced to subjection months 
ago as now. Really, they have only acted 
as they might have been expected to act, 
and the responsibility for their conduct 
rests, not on them, so far as the people 
ate concerned, but upon the departmental 
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At last the commanders of. 
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authorities. The latter knew what was 
‘going on; they had the power to stop it 
instantly, and to reform the service ef- 
fectively. The: investigating committee 
will find no more fruitful field than this 
one anywhere. They should cultivate it 
well, : * 


The importance of the work of the 
Clearing House Association may be 
judged by the character and standing of 
the men selected for its officets and man- 
agers.

Presidents of great banks and men of 
high standing in the financial commu- 
nity. When it is stated that the transac- 
tions of the Clearing House last year 


reached a total of forty-two billion dol- 
lars, or about one hundred and forty mill- 


ions a day, a conception may be formed 
of the volume of the ‘financial transac- 
tions of New York City and of the impor- 
tance of the work of the Clearing House. 
Under its recent and present wise man- 
agement the Clearing House Association 
is a guarantee to the community of the 
soundness of the associated banks. 


There is full justification for the pride 
with which the Weather Bureau officials 
call attention to the triumphs of their 
new West Indian service. Though hardly 
well established yet, that service has al- 
ready demonstrated its value beyond all 
question by giving timely warning of two 
great storms. To be sure, enormous dam- 
age was done in the one case at Barba- 
,dos and St. Vincent, and in the other on 
our own Southern coast, but of course 
hurricanes will not be made harmless, 
even when accurate predictions of their 
approach are made. The most that can 
be expected is to save many vessels at 
sea and many lives on shore. That both 
of these things were done by the Weath- 
er Bureau’s forecasts of the recent tem- 
pests is certain. The new stations have 
begun extremely well. Even now they 
have paid expenses for years to come, 
and it is a source of gratification that 
their benefits, instead of being monopo- 
lized at home, have been shared by 
friends beyond our frontiers. 


Chaplain McINTYRE’s narrative of hard- 
ships undergone by him while on the 
Oregon is not a little impressive, and it 
would not have been surprising if the 
anxieties of the long voyage and the ex- 
citements of a great battle had reduced 
the clerical sailorman to a state of weak- 
ness and incoherency. So far as known, 
however, Mr. McINTYRE’s Denver speech 
was a vigorous and straightforward pres- 
entation of his personal opinions of cer- 
tain ships and of certain commanders. 
And it is a noticeable fact that he de- 
fends himself-by saying, not that he 
spoke falsely, but that he spoke uncon- 
sciously. He has not withdrawn the 
charges that Capt. Evans is a coward 
and Admiral SAMPSON a thief; he simply 
declares that he has no recollection of 
making any such accusations. Well, hu- 
man credulity is practically limitless, and 
it may be possible to believe that the 
Chaplain was in a trance when he deliv- 
ered his eloquent oration. One cannot 
help wondering, however, whether he will 
convince folks that his insanity was more 
than reckless frankness.

Not so Bad as Represented. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your editorial this morning you join 
Dr. De Costa in the assumption that there 
are 70,000,000 grown people in the United 
States. It would be bad indeed if there 
were 50,000,000 irreligious grown people in 
the United States, but such is not the case. 
That there are in the United States 20,000,- 
000 persons, mostly grown, who are Church 
members, is cause for congratulation, for 
that is certainly more than half, and possi- 
bly more than two-thirds, of all the men 
and women in the Union. The fact is 
that, outside of New York and Chicago, and 
possibly one or two other big cities, most 
Americans are Church people. They go to 
preaching and support preachers. The 
church membership is constantly increasing 
and the people are constantly giving more 
of their time and their money to church 
work.

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BOSTON MEN IN QUEBEC 


Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Cordially Received by the 
Canadians. 


AROUND A BUNKER HILL GUN 


Americans and Soldiers of Great Brit- 
ain Surround a Trophy of the 
Revolution and Exchange 
Friendly Sentiments. 


QUEBEC, Oct. 4.—For the first time in 
the history of America the Stars and 
Stripes, borne ‘ey a United States military 
organization, were unfurled to-day in ‘the 
citadel of Quebec. It was the oceasion of 
the review of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Boston by the Gov- 
ernor General of Canada. Following the 
Boston men were many veterans of the 
civil war, several officers who participated 
in the late war with Spain, and many of the 
descendants of the veterans of the Wars of 
the Revolution and 1812. These men, repre- 
sentative of all the military periods of the 
United States, received the hearty cheers 
and warm welcome of British people in one 
of the strongholds of Queen Victoria’s do- 
main. 

At 11:30 A, M. the Ancient and Honorable 
Company formed on Dufferin Terrace, and 
led by the Salem (Mass.) Cadet Band, with 
the escort of the Eighth Royal Rifles and 


Ninth Voltigeurs of Quebec, marched to the 
citidel. As the Americans marched up 
through the old streets and through the 
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main gate of the citidel cheers greeted - 


them, but when they hAd halted in the cen- 
tre of the gyeat parade ground, within the 
walls, a scene particularly interesting was 
witnessed. 

In the centre of the parade stands an old 
brass cannon that was captured by the Brit- 
ish at Bunker Hill. . There for almost a 
sentne and a quarter it has stood, always 
brightly burnishee by British hands, with 
the inscription upon it ever in view. Around 
the old cannon this morning stood the men 
of Boston on one side and the British sol- 
diers on the other. The sun gleamed bright= 


ly upon the polishéa metal, a breeze swept: ‘* 


up from the river below, and alternately the 
Stars and Stripes and British flags, float- 
ing peacefully, cast their shadows on the 
long-silent warrior of Bunker Hill. 

‘Three cheers for the President of the 
United States!’’ came the command of Ma- 
jor Gen, Hutton, in command of the Cana- 
dian Army. With helmets and caps swung 
in the air, her Majesty’s soldiers made the 
old walls echo with their voices. 

“Three cheers for Queen Victoria! ’ com- 
manded Major Duchesney of the Boston 
—_ and again three vigorous cheers were 
given. 

The Ancient and Honorable Artillery was 
then inspected by Lord Aberdeen, the 
Governor General, and speeches of the most 
friendly and complimentary nature were 
made. Lord Aberdeen, in his address of 
weltome to the Americans, complimented 
them upon .their excellent appearance and 
spoke of the friendly feeling that had 
sprung up between the British and Ameri- 
per soldiers. In the course of his speech he 
said: 

“That this should be the first utterance 
of greeting to our visitors is entirely fitting; 
for you, gentlemen, and they are in a sense 
brothers in arms. May the omen abide. 
And now, in the name of Queen Victoria, in 
the name of her Ministers of the Dominion, 
in the name especially of the whole body of 
the people, I may with confidence and with- 
out qualification bid you welcome to Canada, 
welcome to Quebec. This freedom without 
friction, this combination without complica- 
tion, is exemplified before you to-day when 
you have been greeted by an officer of the 
British Army at the same time in command 
of the Canadian forces, they being in fact 
the Queen’s soldiers and part of the British 
Army as truly as any of those described as 
the regular troops.” 

A speech was then made by Major Gen. 
Hutton for the Canadian Army, and re- 
sponded to by Major Duchesney for the 
Boston men. A luncheon followed in the 
Governor’s house in the citadel, at which 
the officers of the Canadian Army and the 
members of the International Joint High 
Commission, Capt. MeCalla of) the Marble- 
head, and many other invited guests were 
present. 

* At the luncheon, as at all the festivities 
here, toasts to the Queen and the President 
of the United States were drunk. Brief 
speeches were made after the luncheon by 
Major Gen. Hutton and Col. Walker, a 
former commander of the Boston company. 

This evening a banquet was given at the 
Frontenac Chateau by the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery, at which 400 guests 
were present. The Boston men will leave 
Quebec on Thursday. 


CONGREGATIONAL CONVENTION. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Oct. 4.—The 
American Board of Missions of the Congre- 
gational Church began its annual conven- 
tion in the Park Church this afternoon. 

F. H. Wiggins submitted a summary of 
the report of the Treasurer, which showed 
that the expenditures for the cost of mis- 
sions were $623,016; cost of agencies, $20,- 
973; cost of publications, $10,763; cost of ad- 
ministration, $27,616, and the total ex- 
penses, $727,500. The receipts were $687,- 
208. The balance of the debt Aug. 31, 1898, 
was $40,291. The credit to the bequest of 
Mrs. C. L. A. Tank is $15,361. 

The annual report of the home depart- 
ment was presented by its Secretary, the 
Rev. Charles H. Daniels of Boston. 

The Rev. Dr. Judson Smith, one of the 
foreign secretaries, read a report on the 
annual survey of the work of the American 
Board, in which he said: 

“The eyes of the world are upon the Far 
East as they have not been before for two- 
score years. The destiny of China seems 
to be wrapped up with the fate of the great 
European powers. At the very same time 
events have brought our Nation to the 
Philippines and hold us there as if to sur- 
vey, if not participate in, the progress of 
the drama. 

“The question of the Far East, whether 
we will or no, takes precedence of all ‘in- 
terests in the West Indies. The fate of the 
most numerous people on the earth is tak- 
ing shape; ancient customs and hoary faiths 
are giving way, and the best science and 
art machinery and life and culture of the 
West are invading the celestial empire and 
preparing a renaissance there which re- 
minds us of the great awakening in Europe 
in the fifteenth century, if it does not sur- 
pass it in sweep and power. 

“The missionary work is quick to feel 
the effects of all this stir and to reap the 
benefits of it. In truth, it is itself in no 
small degree the cause of the changes we 
witness. For scores of years the people 
have seen the Western culture and arts 
embodied and beneficiently at work in the 
missionary stations and schools; they have 
seen the high character of their teachings 
favor and inspire; they have secretly ad- 
mired the patience and heroism and_truth 
of Christian disciples of their own Nation, 
The new day finds them prepared to wel- 
come the changes and to seek the sreings 
whence all these benefits have flowed. t 
is thus the day of great missionary op- 

ortunity.”’

Y. His subject was the ‘‘ Outpouring of 
the Holy Spirit on Missions and Mission- 


aries.”’ 


EPISCOPAL CHURCH COUNCIL. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4—A notable ase 
semblage of the clergy and laity of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church will be brought 
together at the Triennial Council of that 
Church organization which begins here to- 
morrow and continues for three weeks. 

The Council is the legislative organization 
of the Episcopal Church in America, and is 


made up of two bodies, a House of Bishops, 
comprising all Episcopal Bishops through- 
out the country and on missionary service 
from this country, and a House of Clefical 
and Lay Delegates, which more directly rep- 
resents the churches. 

The last Council was held at Minneapolis 
three years ago, and was memorable for 
the personnel.of its delegates and the high 
character of the discussion. Since then 
new and important questions have come be- 
fore the Church, not the Jeast arising out of 
the Lambeth Conference in England, and 
the relations which the American Church 
is to sustain to the parent Church of Eng- 


land. 


Among the subjects to be discussed, the 


question of marriage and divorce will doubt- 
less oceupy a prominent place. Other im- 
portant questions will concern the provin- 
cial ‘system, the establishment of an appel- 
late court, Christian unity, Swedish orders, 
ecclesiastical relations, relations to the 
Lambeth Conference, the translation of the 
Prayer Book, marginal readings in the Bi- 
ble, &c. The report of the joint commission 
on the constitutions and canons of the 
Church is by far the heaviest piece of work 
before the convention,

NO EXCITEMENT IN PEKIN. 


The Natives Who Recently Attacked 
Europeans Are Subjected to 
Punishment. 


PBPKIN, Oct. 4.—There is an entire ab- 
gence of excitement here, and the streets 
@re as quiet as those of London. The de- 
cision of the Russian Legation to increase 
the strength of its escort or guard ts calcu- 
lated to have an injurious effect in keeping 
up the fiction of excitement. This step has 
obliged the British Minister, Sir Claude M. 
Macdonald, to follow suit, and a detach- 


ment of British marines has been ordered 
to the capital for the protection of the Le- 
gation of Great Britain. 

The place where a number of Europeans 
were recently insulted has been roped off, 
and inside of it the eight offenders have 
been placed, wearing heavy cangues in- 
scribed, “Punished for assaulting Euro- 
peans.” The Chinese Foreign Office has 
amply apologized for the occurrence, and 
several regiments are held in readiness in 
ease of disorders. - But the populace is per- 
fectly auiet, now that the feast has been 
concluded. 

Yuan-Sheng has been appointed a member 
of the Tsung-li-Yamen. This appointment 
is interesting, because he is of the Chinese 
and not of the Manchu race. 

Well informed people here differ as to 
whether Li Hung Chang will return to 
power, but the absence of news from the 
palace leads to the assumption that the 
power of the Dowager Empress is definitely 
assured. Further changes are improbable. 

The banishment of Chang-Yin-Huan .s 
considered an excessive punishment. 


LONDON, Oct. 5.—The Pekin correspond- 
ent of The Daily Chronicle says thirty Cos- 
sacks and thirty English marines arrived 
there yesterday. 


CHINESE EMPEROR BETRAYED. 


Said to Have Planned to Remove the 
Dowager Empress, 


LONDON, Oct. 4.—According to a dispatch 
from Shanghai, the Pekin correspondent of 
The Mercury of that city asserts that the 
Emperor of China intended to remove the 
Empress Dowager from his path, and in- 
trusted his plans to an adherent. The 
latter proved a traitor. The Empress Dow- 
ager, on learning of the plot, sternly up- 
braided the Emperor and invited him to 
drink the contents of a cup, to which she 
pointed. He swallowed the fluid at a gulp. 

It is impossible, however, according to 
this correspondent, to ascertain whether 
the Emperor is actually alive or dead. 


GERMAN IRON COMBINATION. 


The Trade Preparing to Meet the Com- 
petition of America. 


LONDON, Oct. 5.—The Berlin correspond- 
ent of The Daily Mail says there are rumors 


there of the forthcoming formation of a 
combine of the whole German iron trade to 
meet the severe American competition. 


Portugal’s Colonial Policy. 


LONDON, Oct. 5.—The Lisbon correspond- 
ent of The Daily Mail says: 

“ With a view of adopting a policy of ex- 
treme protection in the colonies of Portugal, 


the Government has issued a circular invit- 

ing the opinions of experts on the industries 

oP be protected and upon collateral ques- 
ons.”’ 


French Diplomatic Changes. 


PARIS, Oct. 4.—Figaro states that Count 
@’Aubigny, now French Chargé d’Affaires 
at Munich, will replace M. Cambon as Am- 
bassador to the United States, and that M. 
Cambon will go to Madrid. These changes, 
the paper says, were decided upon at yes- 
terday’s Cabinet council. 


Steamship Canal in Prussia. 


BERLIN, Oct. 4.—At the next session of 
the Prussian Diet the Government intends 
to introduce a bill autthorizing the contruc- 


tion of a canal for large steamships be- 
ween Berlin and Stettin, capital of the 
Province of Pomerania, on the Oder, about 
eighty miles northeast of Berlin. 


100 Persons Drowned in the Indus. 


LONDON, Oct. 4.—A special dispatch from 
Bombay says that a ferryboat was cap- 
sized to-day while crossing the Indus at 
Mittun-Kote, a town of the Punjaub, on 
the west bank of the river, and 100 of the 
Passengers were drowned. 


HILL’S DAUGHTER DECLINES. 


Says There Should Be No Sugcessor to 
Winnie Davis's Title, 


RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 4.—Miss Lucy Lee 
Hill, daughter of Gen. A. P. Hill, whose 
nomination as the new ‘‘ Daughter of the 
Confederacy” stirred up a tumult through- 
out the South upon the ground that there 


could never be a successor to that title, has 
written a letter to a friend here, in which 
she says: 

“It has given me much pleasure to know 
how many friends I have in this matter of 
the Succession to the title of the Daughter 
of the Confederacy. It is an h®nor un- 
sought by me, and, with Gen. Gordon, I 
say the title should die with the original 
possessor, Winnie Davis. There cannot al- 
‘ways be a Daughter of the Confederacy, for 
I am the last one of a General’s daughiers 
to be born at that time, and with me it 
would end. I am content as I am, a Con- 
federate soldier’s daughter.”’ 

“You can understand how I feel in regard 
to this matter. The notoriety of it has wor- 
ried me greatly. If I could only write you 
as I feel, you would see how keenly this af- 
fair of the Daughter of the Confederacy has 
distressed me.

Mrs. Bailey Leaves Them Disconsolate 


at the Hoffman House—Roose- 
velt Will Aid.

Mrs, Geraldine Bailey gave up her room 
at the Hoffman House yesterday. She did 
not say where she was going. The forty- 
six Rough Riders who remained here to 
take part in Mrs..

Mr. Davis advised her to pay the bills and 


let the matter drop. Mrs. yy! returned 
to the Hoffman HousSe, paid her bill of $75, 
and at 2 o’clock surrendered the key to her 
room. 

At 4 o’clock, the time appointed for the 
final meeting, Rough Rider H. C. Pollock 
was called to the telephone. 

“It was Mrs. Bailey,’’ said Pollock, later, 
as he stood in a group of disgusted-looking 
Rough Riders, “and she asked me to come 
to the Fifth Avenue Hotel I went, and she 
asked me if I had seen her lawyer. Fox 
was his name, she said, and that he was in 
Mr. Davis’s office. She described Fox to 
me. I found him in the Hoffman House. I 
tried to get him to tell me when this mat- 
ter would be settled, but he said he knew 
nothihg about it. 

‘““We then went to the Fifth Avenue Ho- 
tel and saw Mrs. Bailey in the ladies’ par- 
lor. I told her and Fox she must settle the 
bill then and there. She said she could not. 
Then I told them they were ‘ fakes,’ and I 
would have them arrested. I rang for a 
bellboy, but the call was not answered. I 
stepped out to get a maid to ring for a boy, 
and while I was out in the hall Fox went 
out. I saw him going down the hall, and I 
ran after him. I was stopped by Mr. Town- 
send of the Fifth Avenue Hotel, and Fox 
got away. 

‘I then went back to the parlor, and Mrs. 
Bailey was gone. So, boys, it’s all off, and 
we may just as well go home.” 

Mr. Townsend of the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
corroborated Pollock’s statement about run- 
ning after Fox. He said he stopped Pol- 
lock because he thought he was going to 
shoot the man. 

Vernon M. Davis, when seen by Rough 
Rider Garrettson, said that there was no 
man in his office named Fox. 

Mr. Steffen, who runs the Richelieu _res- 
taurant where the Rough Riders have 
boarded, said last evening that he had in- 
stituted suit against Mrs. Bailey for the 
men’s bill, but the process server had not 
been able to find her. 

Some of the Rough Riders wanted to 
have Mrs. Bailey arrested, others did not. 
‘We have been bunkoed,”’ said one Rider, 
“and the best thing we can do is to tip 
our hats to the lady and go home.’ This 
view prevailed. It has been understood 
among the men for several days that Col. 
Roosevelt would get them home in case of 
emergency.

DEFEAT FOR GOULD HEIRS 


Court of Appeals Decides Against 


Them on Two Transfer 
Tax Questions. 


$5,000,000 BEQUEST TAXABLE 


George J. Gould Must Pay $132,784.44 
to the State—Appraised Valuation 
of the Estate Declared Not 
Excessive. 


ALBANY, Oct. 4.—George J. Gould, by a 
decision of the Court of Appeals rendered 
to-day, will be compelled to pay to the 
State the sum of $132,784.44 as a tax on @ 
bequest of $5,000,000 left to him by his 
father, Jay Gould. The decision also de- 
clares that the estate of Jay Gould was not 
appraised $10,000,000 in excess of its actual 
value, as was contended by the execftors. 
The case has been at issue for four years, 
and in its disposition a precedent is estab- 
lished which in the future will have great 
weight in the determination of cases arising 
under the administration of the Taxable 
Transfer act. 

When Jay Gould died and his will was of- 
fered for probate, the Surrogate of New 
York County appointed David McClure of 
New York City as appraiser; for the pur- 
pose of collecting a tax under the collateral 
inheritance statute of the State. He fixed 
the taxable value of the estate at $73,615,- 
437.08, and decided that $5,000,000, left to 
George J. Gould: did not: come within the 
operation of the act, it being alleged that 
the sum in question was left by the father 
to the son in payment of_@ debt for services 
rendered during a period of twelve years. 

Two appeals were taken from that de- 
cision. The executors appealed from the 
appraised valuation of the taxable property, 
claiming that there was an overvaluation of 
$10,000,000, and the Controller of the State 
appealed from the exemption of the $5,000,- 
000 from taxation, contending that the pay- 
ment of a debt in that manner, if one really 
existed, did*not exempt the amount paid 
from the operation of the taxabje transfer 
act. The Surrogate sustained the appraiser 
in both of his conclusions. 

The case was appealed to the Appellate 
Division of the Supreme Court, First De- 
partment, and that tribunal rendered a de- 
cision, affirming the decision of the Surro- 
gate. The case was carried on appeal to 
the Court of Appeals and argued before that 
court at Saratoga in June last. Ex-Judge 
John F. Dillon presented the arguments for 
the Goulds and ex-Senator David B. Hill 
argued on behalf of the Controller of the 
State. 

In relation to the alleged overvaluation 
of the estate, it was contended that the 
appraiser had employed an erroneous meth- 
od in determining the market value of 
shares of stock owned by the estate. He 
had appraised them at their market value 
at the time of the appraisal, which the 
Gould executor declared would have de- 
preciated to a great extent if an attempt 
had been made to sell them in the open 
market at that time. 

The State appealed from the exemption 
of the $5,000,000 from taxation on several 
grounds. The first was that the alleged ob- 
ligation of the father to the son was pre- 
posterous. It represented an annual salary 
of nearly $500,000, dating from the time 
George J. Gould was sixteen years of age, 
which was larger by many figures than 
that received by the highest salaried man 
in the United States. It was also contended 
that it was a subterfuge to defeat the oper- 
ation of the taxable transfer act, and that 
if permitted to stand as legal it would be 
a precedent that many others might follow 
in order to escape paying the tax imposed. 
The legal proposition advanced by the 
State was that the payment of a debt by 
bequest succeeding death does not exempt 
the property given as compensation from 
taxation under the taxable transfer act. 

The State wins on both propositions. The 
appraised valuation or taxable property of 
the estate stands, and a tax must be paid 
on the $5,000,000, 

Ex-Senator Hill said to-night that the 
case was one of great importance, but, in- 
asmuch as he had not read the decision of 
the Court of Appeals, he was not prepared 
to discuss it. He said that it meant much 
to the State as a precedent for future de- 


cisions under the taxable transfer act. “If 
the court had decided that a debt paid in 
the form ot a bequest would be exempted 
from the provisions of the texable trans- 
fer act,” he said, ‘‘nothing would prevent 
a continuation of that practice, perhaps to 
a degree which would entirely defeat the 
operations of the statute and deprive the 
State of a ene amount of revenue to 
which it is legally entitled.” 


CHAPLAIN McINTYRE EXPLAINS. 


The Accused Naval Officer Says He 
Was Misrepresented by News- 
paper Reports. 


DENVER, Col., Oct. 4.—When the court- 
martial of the Rev. Joseph P. McIntyre, 
Chaplain of the battleship Oregon, was re- 
sumed to-day, the defendant, who had testi- 
fied yesterday in his own behalf, was re- 
called to the stand. He told of the constant 
watch kept for Spanish torpedo boats and 
for Cervera’s fleet from the time the Oregon 
left Callao till it reached the end of its 
journey. 

On cross-examination the Chaplain said 
that while in Chicago he was a very sick 
man, but during his stay there he submitted 
to newspaper interviews on the trip of the 
Oregon and the battle of July 3. The reports 
of those interviews, the Chaplain said, hor- 
rifled him, and made him determined to have 
nothing more to do with reporters. He said 
that the reports published were very dif- 
ferent from what he had intended to say to 
the reporters. He could not remember what 


the reports were. 
In answer to questions asked by the 
Judge Advocate, Chaplain McIntyre testified 


that he could not remember what he said 
in his lecture in Denver on Aug. 8 He 
said that what first made him believe that 
he had said in the lecture what he had not 
intended to say was the coldness of some 
of his friends, which was explained on -the 
ground that the lecture offended them. He 
learned this some days after he had written 
to the Secretary of the Navy that the 
words attributed to him by the newspapers 
were ‘not uttered by him, but he believed 
then that the arrangements for court-mar- 
tial were too far advanced to render any 
further explanation effective. The Chaplain 
said he had no intention to sneer at the 
name of Capt. Robley D. Evans. He had 
never heard any reference to Capt. Evans, 
except in the highest terms. 

The Judge Advocate read alleged inter- 
views with the accused Chaplain published 
in Denver papers, some of which the Chap- 
lain declared .misrepresented him. In one 
he was quoted @s saying that Eastern ship- 
builders had cheated the Government. e 
was still commenting on these interviews 
when the court adjourned until morning. 


Duties on Passengers’ Baggage. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—A statement re- 
ceived at the Treasury Department from 
the Collector of the Port of New York 
shows that the receipts from the duties on 
passengers’ baseage for the month of Sep- 
tember last were $39,559, as against $93,709 
for the corresponding period of last year. 
The officials ascribe the large falling off in 
receipts to the diminished European travel 
this season, growing out of the trouble 
ywith Spain. 


Wheelwoman Allen Gets a Fall. 


WORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 4.—Mrs. A. M. 
C. Allen, the wheelwoman of this city, failed 
to-day in her attempt to reduce the New 
York-Boston road record, now held by W. F. 
Taylor of New York The failure was due 
solely to a severe fail Mrs. Allen sustained 
shortly after leaving Springfield.

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stock market storng. 


Encouraging strength in practically all the 
standard stocks characterized the stock 
market yesterday. Except in the indus- 
trial group, practically every conspicuous is- 
Sue advanced, and at the close substantial 
gains throughout the list were common. 


It was a market in which standard se- 
curities reflected the better things that have 
recently developed—big earnings of St. Paul 
and other important railroad properties, fur- 
ther importations of gold, easier money 
markets, steadily increasing confidence in 
every business quarter, and especially in the 
iron and steel trade. Of all the higher-class 
dividend-paying stocks there, was steady 
buying by interests whose stock market po- 
sition is at all times to be considered. Ex- 
cept of the industrials, where there was con- 
tinued liquidation, the selling was ragged 


and professional.

The suspension of a New York National 
bank was announced with much gusto by 
the bears, whose, hopes were buoyed by the 
unfortunate development. But these hopes 
did not materialize. Wall Street received 
the news without a tremor, and it had no 
effect upon the stock market. Some inter- 
ests identified with the bank are said to be 
connected with the smaller industrial pools, 
but apart from this it is not likely that 
the failure will affect Wall Street in any 
way. sr! 

General underlying conditions go on im- 
proving, and strong interests in the Ameri- 
can financial world are steadily agcumulat- 
ing long lines of the standard railroad 
shares. But meanwhile mock investment 
tactics are being used to great advantage 
in the industrial shares, especially in To- 
bacco Trust. Yesterday this stock was 
made strong with the evident intention of 
leading the Street into the belief that in- 
siders were buying back stock sold at much 
higher prices. In fact, assertions of this 
sort were circulated industriously. Careful 
Wall Street observers, however, believe 
that the stock’s newly acquired strength 
represents merely the scooping of a lot of 
little shorts through manipulation intended 
to put Tobacco back to a level more favor- 


able for selling.

Sugar Trust was the weakest feature yes- 
terday. There weré further indications of 
inside selling which could be traced to posi- 
tive assertions that prices for refined sugars 
are to be again cut this week. Wall Street 
is much at sea over the war between the 
Sugar Trust and its competitors, and, al- 
though many people refuse to believe that 
there will be real, aggressive fighting, it 
must in candor be admitted that all signs 
point that way. Very recently, it is said, 
one of the outside refineries made overtures 
to President H. O. Havemeyer looking to a 
settlement of difficulties. But, according to 
his associates, Mr. Havemeyer not only re- 
fused to discuss the matter, but showed 
great indignation toward the mutual friends 
through whose efforts the peace negotia- 
tions were arranged.

According to the highest authorities, these 
stories are untrue. People who are in a 
position to know say that the Drummond 
Company has absolutely refused to consider 
any propositions not on a cash basis. And, 
furthermore, in regard to the properties 
which have been whipped into line for the 
trust’s consolidation, one company which 
was absorbed is said to have been taken at 
so exorbitant a price that certain interests, 
working with a prominent Wall Street op- 
erator recently, are now understood to 
have decided to bring suit to overhaul the 
whole transaction, .

Sugar Trust, next to Tobacco, was the 
most active stock in the market, transac- 
tions in it approximating 60,000 shares, The 


‘stock sold close to 119, around which price 


it hung for a while, breaking sharply in 
the last hour to 115%, and closing with a 
net loss of more than 8 points. There were 
many indications that the selling of the 
stock all day came from people close to in- 
siders. The interests who aré most bear- 
ish on the stock are endeavoring to 
strengthen the impression that there is a 
big short interest in it. Sugar Trust stock 
commanded a substantial premium in the 
loan crowd last night, and the Street made 
much of this, looking upon it as signifying 
an unwieldy line of short contracts. But 
it should be remembered that Sugar Trust 
‘also commanded a premium ‘when it was 
selling at 146,

Apropos of the manipulative work that is 
going on in Sugar Trust and Tobacco Trust, 
comes a remark made yesterday by a con- 
spicuous operator, who is generally credited 
with having been shrewd enough to change 
his position and sell out his long stocks 
before other conspicuous interests with 
whom he was associated could get the bet- 
ter of him. This operator is generally sup- 
posed to be rid of all his industrial stocks 
and to have made handsome profits on his 
turn. But yesterday to a friend he said 
substantially this: 

“It looks as though the people who have 
had a lot of the industrial stocks to sell, 
and who broke the market in selling them, 
are now trying to put their prices up again 
in order to get out of some more. When 
they start to sell again, we may be able 
to help them.” 

In the enunciation of this sentiment em- 
phasis was placed upon the “ we.” 


POSTPONING A DIVIDEND. 


The Directors of the American Cotton Oil 
Company were yesterday, according to 
Wall Street expectations, to declare an an- 
nual dividend of 3 per cent, upon their 
company’s capital stock. They did not. The 
matter of the dividend has been postponed 
until November. 

At yesterday’s meetihg of the Directors, 
however, there was summitted a financial 
statement of the business for the fiscal 
year showing net profits of $700,000 beyond 
preferred stock dividends as compared with 
$403,000 a year ago. These earnings are re- 
garded by all friends of the company as 
most encouraging; but it has developed at 
the end of the fiscal year that there is an 
element in the management of the com- 
pany disposed to urge an ultra-conserva- 
tive policy; and upon the suggestion of this 
element it may be determined that no divi- 
dend distribution to common stockholders 
shall be made until next Spring. The inter- 
ests opposing an immediate dividend point 
out that while over 3 per cent. was ar- 
ranged for the year just closed, this 
amount is materially beyond what have 
been the average net earnings for recent 
previous years; and on this account it is in- 
sisted that conservatism requires that a 
Substantial cash surplus shall be estab- 
lished before dividends are paid up to the 
limit of any single year’s earnings. 

Some speculators in Cotton Oil shares are 
reported to be exceedingly urgent that a 3 
per cent. dividend shall be declared next 
month, but the managers of the American 
Cotton Oil Company have hitherto been so 
persistent in their prudence that it now 
seems hardly probable that the 3 per cent. 
demand on the Stock Exchange will be al- 
lowed until another half year of good busi- 
ness at least shall be in evidence. 


ST. PAUL AND THE GRANGERS. 


St. Paul’s magnificent showing for the 
fourth week of September was responsible 
for new bullish enthusiasm on the Granger 
stocks yesterday.

DIRECTORS KEEP THEIR SECRET. 


Incorporation of $25,000,000 Light and 
Power Concern Still a Mystery. 


The incorporation at Albany on Monday of 
the New York Gas and Electric Light, Heat 
and Power Company, with a capital of $25,- 
000,000, was not explained yesterday. All 
of the Directors named appeared to have an 
iron-clad agreement to withhold informa- 
tion. There was much guesswork. Flower 
& Co. were said to be at the back of the 
scHeme, but ex-Gov. Flower and Anson R. 
Flower said they knew no more of it than 
does the general public. A story that the 
company is to use the surplus energy of the 
electrical plant that the Third Avenue Rail- 
road Company is installing was semi-offi- 
cially denied by the railroad people. a 

One of the Directors of the company, Henry 
J. Hemmens, is of the law firm of Beardsley 
& Hemmens. He said yesterday that to 
make the facts public now would injure the 
enterprise. He added: “ The fact that we 
paid $31,250 as an organization tax proves 
that we have a serious enterprise in hand. 
I cannot even hint at the field of our oper- 
ations except that it will be in Greater New 
York. We are going to take electricity 
from no railroad company.” 


EXPRESS PACKAGES REFUSED. 


Companies Object to a Poster Sent Out 
by a Kansas Concern, 


TOPEKA, Kan., Oct. 4.—Since the revenue 
law became effective, the L. A. Smith Manu- 
facturing Company here has pasted upon 
every package shipped by express a poster 
bearing these words: 


We protest against the payment of taxes fixed 
by law upon express companies and other cor- 
porations that possess no bodies to be kicked, 
souls to be damned, or hearts to be patriotic. 
It illy becomes those who share the benefits and 
privileges of this Nation to attempt to evade the 
law and avoid paying their just share toward 
maintaining the honor and integrity of the Gov- 
ernment in its present hour of financial need. 

To-day the Smith Company was notified 
by all express companies that packages 
bearing these posters would not be trans- 
mitted. President Smith is sending to mem- 
bers of Congress everywhere petitions urg- 
ing that a special tax be imposed upon 
express and telegraph companies. 


Tax on Note Renewals, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—The Commission- 
er of Internal Revenue has decided in a 
stamp tax case that, as the renewal of a 
note does not of itself renew the pledge (or 


collateral) securing it, the pledge must be 
specifically renewed to subject it to taxa- 
tion. The note on renewal is subject to a 
tax Of 2 cents for each $1 or fraction of a 
dollar of its face value. 


THE BOARD OF CLASSIFICATION. 


Decisions Handed Down Yesterday by 
the General Appraisers, 


Where defective or imperfect *‘ Welsbach 
mantels ’”* left over as refuse in a factory 
manufacturing such articles in Canada are 
reduced by a firing process to “ thorium 
oxide,’”’ a chemical salt, in the form of 
ashes, the Board of Classification of the 
United States General Appraisers, in an 
opinion handed down by ex-Judge Somer- 
ville yesterday, held that such thorium oxide 
was not “waste’’ within the meaning of 
Paragraph 463, but a newly manufactured 
article and dutiable as a chemical salt un- 
der Paragraph 3, at 25 per cent. ad valorem. 
It was also held that merchandise shipped 
from a foreign port into Canada and re- 
manufactured in Canada into a different 
commercial article and imported in its last 
form into the United States is not subject 
to the discriminating duty of 10 per cent. 


ad valorem under Section 22, irrespective of 
the nationality of the importing vessel. In 
respect to the discriminating duty, the Col- 
lector’s decision was reversed; in other re- 
spects it was affirmed. 

Where clinical thermometers are accom- 
panied by certificates merely giving infor- 
mation to purchasers as to their variations 
from standard instruments in England, and 
the values of the thermometers and certifi- 
cates are invoiced separately, the board 
held that they are each dutiable separately. 
Printed certificates were held to be dutiable 
at 25 per cent. ad valorem under Paragraph 
403 as printed matter not otherwise provid- 
ed for. 


New York and New Jersey Bridge. 


It was decided yesterday at a meeting of 
the stockholders of the New York and New 
Jersey Bridge Company, in the Park Bank 


Building, to allow the outgoing Board of Di- 
rectors to hold over. No business of note 
was transacted, but Secretary Swan said 
that the plan for the bridge, which was 
adopted by the New York State Commis- 
sioners and filed with the Secretary of War, 
was accepted, and that work on the bridge 
would be pushed when.the Sinking Fund 
Commissioners approve the freight ap- 
proaches to the bridge.

_ MAY SETTLE AT ONE PER CENT. 
Dr. George S. Gagnon Files a Petition 
to be Discharged from His 


Debts. 


Dr. George S. Gagnon, who for several 
ears has been well known in sporting cir- 
cles, has filed in the United States District 
Court at Trenton a petition to be discharged 
from his debts. He says he is a bank~ 
rupt, and with his petition files a list of his 
@ebts and states his assets. 

“Dr. Gagnon owes about $80,000, and has 
$800 to settle with. Among his liabilities 
@re some “debts of honor,’’ and these will 
have to take their chance of settlement 
along with his other debts. “ Phil” Daly, 
who owns the Pennsylvania Club at Long 
Branch, has a check of Dr, Gagnon’s for 
$6,000 which has never been honored. At 


Fitzgerald’s club, at the same place, is a 
note of the doctor’s to cover gambling debts 
for $700, and at other clubs there are out- 
etanding debts that have not been settled. 
Among his other debts are bills of his tailor, 
hatter, carriage builder, horseshoer, and a 
hundred and one other items. 

Dr. Gagnon is a dentist. He used to own 
three dental parlors in this city and one in 
Brooklyn. Those in this city were on 
Twenty-third Street, Fourteenth Street, and 
Union Square. He came to this city from 
the West in 1893, and at once began to 
make money. and as fast as he made it he 
spent it. He did nox practice dentistry him- 
self, but hired assistants to do that. Be- 
fore he came to this city he had dental par- 
lors in Chicago, Cincinnati, and other West- 
ern cities. st June his parlors in this 
city and Brooklyn were sold by the Sheriff 
to settle some of his debts, and he has since 
then been living at Long Branch. 

He has always had a fancy for fine horses, 
end was an exhibuor at one of the first of 
the Long Branch shows. On that occasion 
he had a sorry lot of animals, judged from 
a show-ring standpoint, and his presence in 
the ring caused much amusement. This 
rather nettled the doctor, and he announced 
his determination to have as good a lot of 
show horses as could be got together. This 
is what has been his ruin. He bought high- 
steppers, and won in the harness, carriage- 
horse, tandem, and four-in-hand classes. 
His best horses were The Rat, The Cat, and 
The Ferret. He showed at Long Branch, 
Westchester, Morristown, at the Madison 
Square Garden, at Chicago, and at some 
other shows. 

At the Long Branch show last Summer 
all the horses that used to be owned by Dr. 
Gagnon were entered in the name of George 
8S. Gagnon, agent. ‘This caused some com- 
ment, but Dr. Gagnon explained it by saying 
that his wife owned part of the horses, and 
he.éntered them under his agency, because 
he represented her. Mrs. Gagnon was a Miss 
Butler of Chicago. Her father was a very 
wealthy.man, and left her much money. 
This: money she still has, but will not pay 
out any to liquidate the doctor’s debts. 

Three years ago Dr, Gagnon causesd some 
excitement at the Madison Square Garden 
Show by having some trouble with F. D. 
Beard, and the two men came to blows in 
the Garden. Last November this feud was 
renewed in the Palm Garden of the Astoria, 
Beard made some slighting remarks about 
the doctor, and the doctor threw a carafe 
at Mr. Beard. Friends stepped in before 
much damage was done. 

A business man who knows the doctor 
well said yesterday: ‘“ This application to 
the courts is simply doné that Dr. Gagnon 
may have his old debts wiped out and that 
he may begin again. He is a remarkable 
man. Some years ago he used to travel 
about the country extracting teeth. He used 
to have some sort of minstrel show to at- 
tract attention, and then offered to remove 
@ troublesome tooth free. He is a Cana- 
dian by birth, but came to this country 
many years ago and worked in the Western 
cities. He studied dentistry and has a di- 
ploma from a Chicago college. When he 
came here he was a big advertiser and soon 
built up a large practice. He is a good, 
hard worker, and, although down now, will 
not remain so long. He will soon build up 
his shattered fortunes again. Horses, pig- 
eon-shooting, and cther expensive sports 
have been too much for him.”

FOR 
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Impairment of Its Capital Causes 
the Bank Examiner to 
Take Charge. 


THE FAILURE WAS EXPECTED 


It Followed an Examination of the 
Affairs by the Committee of the 
Clearing House—Anxiety 
of Depositors. 


The Tradesmen’s National Bank, at West 
Broadway and Beach Street, one of the 
oldest and, until recently, considered one of 
the soundest financial institutions in this 
city, failed to open its doors for business 
yesterday morning. The closing of the bank 
Was the result of an investigation into its 
condition made on Monday night by the 
Clearing House committee, and on advice of 
the counsel for the bank, Blumenstiel & 
Hirsch, Bank Examiner W. H. Kimball 
took possession at 10:30 yesterday morning, 
pending the receipt of instructions from 
Controller of the Currency C. G. Dawes, 
and the Clearing House threw out all checks 
on the bank, ‘it not being permitted to 
make its exchanges. 

The Clearing House committee which 
made the examination consisted of F. D. 
Tappen, Chairman; E. H. Perkins, Jr., Pres- 
ident of the Importers and Traders’ Na- 
tional Bank; Robert M. Gallaway, President 
of the Merchants’ National Bank; William 
A. Nash, President of the Corn Exchange 
National Bank; James Stillman, President 
of the National City Bank, and J. Edward 
Simmons, President of the Clearing House. 
Mr. Perkins took the place of President 
George C. Williams of the Chemical Na- 
tional Bank, who could not attend. Will- 
iam Sherer and William J. Gilpin, respect- 
ively Manager and Assistant Manager of 
the Clearing House, assisted the committee 
in its investigation, and after looking over 
the bank’s assets the committee unanimous- 
ly concluded that its capital was impaired, 
and advised the Controller that it should be 
placed in liquidation. In accordance with 
this conclusion the following telegram was 
sent on Monday night: 

Hon. Charles Dawes, Controller of the Currency, 
Washington: 

The Clearing House Committee have this after- 
noon examined the Tradesmen’s National Bank 
of this c'ty, and in their opinion the capital of 
the bank is largely impaired, and it should be 


placed in liquidation. KF. D. TAPPEN, 
Chairman. 


NO BUSINESS TRANSACTED. 


Morris J. Hirsch of counsel for the bank 
then advised the officials not to do any busi- 
ness yesterday, in view of the fact that 
the examiner would surely appear later in 
the day. As a result the deposits of sev- 
eral customers and the drafts of others 
were refused, but before the report gained 
currency that the bank had failed, Mr. Kim- 
ball arrived, and subsequent depositors who 
called found the following notice posted on 
the doors of the concern: 

This bank is closed pending official investiga- 
tion. W. H. KIMBALL, 

National Bank Examiner. 

All day long the bank, whose doors were 
only closed in theory, was thronged with 
anxious depositors inquiring as to the ulti- 
mete possibility of realizing anything. 
Whenever they could get at one of the offi- 
cials they were assured that depositors 
would, in time, be paid in full. Most of the 
inquirers were business men, who knew the 
futility of attempts to get definite informa- 
tion at this stage, but they seemed im- 
pressed with the optimistic view taken of 
affairs by the officials. 

President James Macnaughtan, who was 
about all day, had one reply to all inquirers: 
“Ycu must really excuse me,’’ while his as- 
sociates were equally uncommunicative. 

Mr. Hirsch, while admitting that he knew 
very little about the loans of the benk, yet 
said he was positive that all depositors 
would be paid in full. ‘* There is enough 
cash in the vaults now,” he said, ‘‘ to pay 
at least a third of the deposits,,and I am 
quite sure that an investigation will dis- 
close that the capital is impaired very lit- 
tle, if at all. In its examination of the 
bank’s assets the Clearing House Commit- 
tee doubtless placed low values on some of 
the securities and suspended accounts from 
which the bank will realize handsomely, and 
we think the securities and accounts are 
worth what they call for. For instance, 
the suspended accounts of Sawyer, Manning 
& Co. of Boston and the Judge Publishing 
Company may have been put down as 
worthless, whereas there is no doubt we 
shall realize largely from them. It is pos- 
sible that the Directors may make up any 
impairment, if it is fcund to exist, and 
liquidate themsélves. If such a course ‘can 
be pursued without a receiver it will be 
done, but until we learn something from the 
examiner there is no use of speculating on 
results, 


SUSPENSION OF WOOL SALES. 


“Mr. Macnaughtan’s- brother was Presi- 
Gent of the Wool Exchange. When the Ex- 
change suspended auction sales the feeling 
got abroad that it had failed, and this 
caused the withdrawal of deposits from 


the bank of over $500,000. As a matter of 
fact, the Wool Exchange does not owe a 
dollar, and has an equity of at least $500,000 
in the building in which it is located.” 

The failure did not surprise those who 
have been watching events in the Trades- 
men’s. Mr. Tappen, speaking for the com- 
mittee, said yesterday that at the regular 
meeting of the committee on Friday last 
it was decided to make an examination on 
Monday. This, he said, was in consequence 
of many inquiries received by the commit- 
tee as to the condition of the bank. 

“We gave no notice of the examination,” 
said Mr. Tappen, “‘and at 3:30 o’clock the 
investigation was begun. The result was 
that we found the capital largely impaired. 
The decision of the committee was unani- 
nrous as to the large impairment of capital, 
but it did nct pass upon the question 
whether the bank would be able to pay its 
depositors in full or not.’’ 

It was stated yesterday that what struck 
the committee forcibly was the coolness of 
President Macnaughtan under the circum- 
stances. “I am glad you have come,” he 
said, “‘and only at the last meeting of our 
board we decided that it would be a good 
thing to have the Clearing House Com- 
mittee examine the bank and report on its 
condition. That would put an end to re- 
cent attacks that have been made on its 
credit.”’ 

Mr. Macnaughtan was just as cool when, 
three hours later, the committee’s decision 
was communicated to him. They told him 
that they had hoped to give the bank a 
clean bill of health, but it was impossible to 
do so, as the capital was largely impaired. 
Then the President began to explain and 
defend certain conditions, but without suc- 
cess. 


THE EXAMINER RETICENT. 


Bank Examiner Kimball said yesterday 
that he would give out no statement until 
to-day, at least, as it was impossible to 
say anything definite at present. ' It is said, 


however, that Mr. Macnaughtan ‘thas mixed 
up his various interests and those of his 
brothers with the bank's interests. Among 
its assets are 40,000 shares of the stock of 
the Wool Exchange, 75,000 shares of the 
Wool Warerouse Company, and $330,000 of 
past-due paper. Manv of the suspended ac- 
counts were not considered as worth much 
by the Clearing House Committee. It is 
also said that many of the securities held 
by the bank were taken by it since the 

ank Examiner made his last examination. 

It is said that the bank has lately lent 
much money to concerns with which its 
President and his friends are identified. 
The Macnaughtan syndicate, which lately 
loaned money on wool, is composed of the 
New York ool Warehouse Company, of 
which William Macnaughtan is President; 
the National Surety Company, James Mac- 
peagese. Allan Macnaughtan, and several 
English and German bankers. Loans to 
the extent of $1,500,000 were made by this 
syndicate on 15,000,000 Ds pa of wool, and, 
owing to the dull condition of the market 
at present, it is impossible to realize on 
these holdings. It is not known to what 
extent the bank is involved in these trans- 
actions. 

In reply to a question concerning the 
solvency of the bank, President Macnaugh- 
tan on Sept. 28 made the following state- 
ment: 

The Tradesmen’s National Bank was never in 
better condition than it is to-day. We are a 
strong and independent institution, asking no 
favors from any one, but are prepared to take 
care of our customers according to their responsi- 
bility and accounts with us. Neither have we 
under consideration, nor has there been even 
any discussion of, consolidation with any other 

. We are ready to absorb any business 
Which comes our way, but not ready to give up 
for one moment our individuality or change our 
' Present strong position.

YOUNG MAN BLED TO DEATH. 


Artery Said to Have Burst While 
Teeth Were Being Extracted, 


Judson Crossman, Jr., a clerk, twenty- 
nine years old, of 266 Division Avenue, 
Williamsburg, died yesterday in the East- 
ern District Hospital under peculiar cir- 
cumstances. It is said that he bled to death 
as the result of the bursting of an artery 
while he was having teeth extracted a 
week ago in the office of the Waterbury 
Dental Company at 416 Fulton Street, 
Brooklyn, 

Crossman lived with his parents, and 
about two weeks ago went to the company’s 
office and had a lower tooth on the Jeft side 
extracted. On his return to his home he 
had a pain in his gums which he was unable 
to alleviate, and last Wednesday returned to 
the dental office. It is said that three addi- 
tional teeth, all sound, were extracted in 
order that a compressor could be placed in 
the space. While Crossman was undergoing 
treatment he began to bleed from the gums, 
and it continued for over five hours. hen 
he reached his home the bleeding again be- 
gan, and continued until Friday night, when 
it was decided to remove him to the East- 
ern District Hospital, where unsuccessful 
efforts were made to stop the flow of blood. 
Before his death it was found that a main 
artery in his gums had burst, causing him 
to bleed to death. 

At the office of the company it was said 
last evening that when Crossman first ap- 
peared there to be treated his gums were 
bleeding, and he was advised to go to a 
hospital.

REY. JOHN HALL’S FUNERAL 


Simple but Impressive Services in 
the Fifth Avenue Presby- 
terian Church. 


LARGE AND NOTABLE THRONG 


A Distinguished Group of Pall Bearers 
—Eulogies by Moderator Radcliffe 
and Rev. Dr. William Paxton— 
Interment This Morning. 


Simplicity marked the funeral services 
held for the Rev. Dr. John Hall in the Fifth 
Avenue Presbyterian Church yesterday aft- 
ernoon. A bunch of palm leaves, white jas- 
mine, and smilax, fastened together by a 
knot of purple ribbon, covered the top of 
the coffin, and no other flowers nor touches 
of color were visible. The pulpit and the 
bier were plainly draped in black, and in 
every feature of the services there was a 
careful avoidance of display out of defer- 
ence to the well-known sentiments of the 
dead pastor. Besides the opening organ 
voluntary, the only music was the singing 
of hymns which Dr. Hall loved to hear, and 
a graceful brevity characterized the touch- 
ing eulogies pronounced by two old friends 
of the departed clergyman. 

In the assemblage which filled the spa- 
cious church there was an uncommonly- 
large proportion of clergymen, including 
eminent representatives of different de- 


nominations, Seated almost within speaking 
distance of each other were Bishops An- 
drews and Newman of the Methodist 
Church, the Rev. Dr. Joseph Silverman, 
Associate Rabbi of Temple Emanu-El; the 
Rev. Dr. John W. Brown, rector of St. 
Thomas’s Episcopal Church; the Rev. Dr. 
R. S. MacArthur, pastor of Calvary Baptist 
Church, and the Rev. Dr. R. S. Storrs of 
the Congregational Church of the Pilgrims. 
There were a number of out-of-town clergy- 
men present, the representation from 
Princeton bein particularly numerous. 
Each of the institutions and religious bodies 
with which Dr. Hall was connected also 
sent delegations. These delegations and 
members of the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
Church congregation were admitted by 
card, and they filled nearly all of the seats 
in the body of the church, so that when the 
main doors of the edifice were thrown open 
to the public at 2:45 o’clock there were only 
the gallery seats and limited standing room 
down stairs available. 

The ceremony began soon after 3 o’clock 
by the procession of the funeral party from 
the vestibule to the places reserved directly 
in front of the pulpit. Following the coffin 
were Bolton Hall and Robert Hall, sons of 
the dead clergyman; Dr. William E. Wheel- 
ock, a son-in-law, with his own son, John 
Hall Wheelock; Mr. and Mrs. William Ir- 
win and their two young sons;William A. 
Wheelock, and William H. Scott. Dr. Hall’s 
widow was not able to attend the funeral, 
and her daughter, Mrs. William E. Wheel- 
ock, remained at home with her. 

The honorary pall bearers comprised the 
following distinguished men: President 
Francis L. Patton of Princeton University, 
President Timothy Dwight of Yale Univer- 
sity, President J.G. Schurman of Cornel] Uni- 
versity, Chancellor Henry M. MacCracken 
of the New York University, the Rev. Dr. 
Charles L. Thompson, Secretary of the 
Board of Home Missions, of which Dr. Hall 
was President; Robert Bonner, President of 
the Scotch-Irish Society; Bishop John P. 
Newman of the Methodist Church, the Rev. 
Dr. John Wesley Brown, rector of St. Thom- 
as’s Church; the Rev. Dr. Richard S. Storrs, 
pastor of the Church of the Pilgrims, in 
Brooklyn; the Rev. Dr. Robert S. MacAr- 
thur, pastor of the Calvary Baptist Church; 
the Rev. Abbott E. Kittredge, pastor of the 
Madison Avenue Reformed Church, and the 
Rev. Dr. William T. Sabine, rector of the 
First Reformed Episcopal Church. 

In the pulpit were the Rev. Dr. Wallace 
Radcliffe, Moderator of the General Assem- 
bly; the Rev. Dr. William M. Paxton of the 
Princeton Theological Seminary, the Rev. 
Hugh Pritchard, pastor of the Alexander 
Chapel of the Fifth Avenue Presbyterian 
Church, and the Rev. I. H. Polhemus, pas- 
tor of the Sixty-third Street Mission of the 
same church. The hymn “ Servant of God, 
Well Done,”’ was sung by the choir and con- 
gregation, and a short selection from the 
Scriptures was read by the Rev. Mr. Pritch- 
ard. Moderator Radcliffe then delivered an 
eloquent eulogy of Dr. Hall. ‘‘He was a 
royal man,” said the speaker, ‘“‘a royal 
priest, with a royal love that lavished its 
ministry on the evil and the good, the just 
and the unjust. His was a royal aim and a 
royal life unstinted and unselfish, and his 
place is in the City of our Love. His name 
is written among the names of the Kings; 
this pulpit was his throne and this church 
his kingdom, whose subjects were bound to 
him by the cords of love. But that woice so 
persuasive echoed tar beyond these walls 
and that majestic form was seen beyond the 
sves.”’ 

“It never occurred to John Hall to apolo- 
gize for the truth,”’ continued Dr. Radcliffe. 
‘‘He agserted the truth, and his own con- 
viction gave power to his utterance. With 
his simple assertion of the truth it was the 
old story of ‘the man behind the gun.’ He 
lived his faith, and he recognized the com- 
prehensive authority of his ordination vows. 
The modern idea which treats lightly of the 
character of a presbyter had no tolerance 
with him. He believed absolutely in the 
divine institution of the Church. His Chris- 
tianity was patriotic and his patriotism was 
Christian. He knew that the panacea for 
national ills was divine grace. So, with un- 
questioning loyalty and ardency, he threw 
himself heartily into the work of the home 
missions. The Presbyterian Church can 
never pay the debt it owes to John Hall’s 
home mission services. How he will be 
missed! That majestic presence, that 
earnest voice, that stirring appeal, and that 
devotion to human kind. Dr. Hall was em- 
inently conservative, but his conservatism 
was conciliatory. He deprecated the waste 
that is in divisions and dissensions, and ap- 
preciated the worth of union and-concentra- 
tion in any great work. His whole life was 
a solemn proclamation of the dignity of 
york.”” 

Wwafter the singing of the hymn_“ Peace, 
Perfect Peace.’’ which was one of Dr. Hall’s 
favorite hymns, the Rev. Dr. William M. 
Paxton spoke briefly, but with much ear- 
nestness and feeling, of his dead friend. 
At the outset he alluded to the fact that 
he preached the installation sermon when 
Dr. Hall became pastor of the Fifth Avenue 
Presbyterian Church. He also spoke of the 
readiness and tact with which Dr. Hall 
adapted himself to the customs, methods, 
and manners of this country in the early 
days of his American ministry. Although 
educated in another land and accustomed 
to other ideas of church government And 
other methods of practical work, Dr. Hall 
at once assumed a position in this country 
of great power. 

“Neither circumstances nor associations 
could have made such a man,” exclaimed 
Dr. Paxton. ‘ Nothing but divine grace 
could ever make such a man as John Hall. 
Next to the Bible, a good man is the rich- 
est gift of God to this world, and when a 
good minister dies the world feels it and 
the Church feels it. A fountain that re- 
freshed the forest nas dried up; a star that 
shone upon our darkness has been extin- 
guished. Well may the people mourn. Dr. 
Hall never aspired to be a great man, and 
perhaps that was the reason of his great- 
ness. He did not adopt any of the popular 
expedients for attracting attention or awak- 
ening enthusiasm, but his preaching never' 
failed to command attention, and it never 
failed to make a deep impression. <A great 
deal of his power as a preacher undoubtedly 
came from his spirit of devotion. He was a 
very prayerful man, and in his case it was 
the prayer behind the sermon that gave the 

tter its great power. 
a etaing forward over the pulpit and look- 
ing with tearful eyes down upon the coffin, 
Dr. Paxton concluded in a voice choked 
with emotion: “In the name of all our 
brothers here I say, dear brother, farewell. 
We would not detain you here. Our Hea- 
venly Father wants you, and He has sent 
His blessed angels to guide you to your 
eternal home. Farewell! 

Many persons in the large acuceniaas 
were visibly affected by the venerable 
speaker’s fervent utterances. There was a 
brief pause, followed by the singing of the 
hymn, “In the Cross of Christ I Glory. 
Moderator Radcliffe then pronounced the 
benediction. 

A large proportion of the congregation 
lingered in the church and in the adjoining 
Sunday schoolroom for half an hour after 
the services, most of them circling around 
the closed coffin containing the earthly re- 
mains of their departed pastor. Several of 
the older members of the church gave way 
to their feelings and wept unrestrainedly 
as they affectionately smoothed or patted 
the black, cloth-covered casket. A touching 
feature of the occasion was the presence 
of many of the children belonging to Dr. 
Hall’s Sunday school. They occupied seats 
in the gallery during the services, and after 
the benediction some of them passed close 
to the coffin with wistful and sorrowing 

lances. 

S'The interment will be at Woodlawn this 
morning, only members of the family and 
a few intimate friends accompanying the 
body to the grave. The burial service will 
be conducted by the Rev. Dr. John S. Mac- 
Intosh of Philadelphia, who made a prayer 
over the body of his dead friend the 


house yesterday afternoon just before the 
coffin was taken into the church. The Rev. 
Dr, ‘Thomas C, Hall, who reached here from 
England yesterday, too late to attend his 
father’s funeral in the church, will be pres- 
ent at the burial. 


BIG NOSE TO BE TRIMMED. 


} Bellevue Surgeons Will Attempt to Re- 


duce a Lewis County Resident’s 
Nasal Appendage. 


At Bellevue Hospital, the largest nose 
that ever visited the famous institution is 
awaiting execution. It was accompanied to 
this city, where it arrived late Monday 
night, by Richard Smith, a wood chopper, 
of Indian River, Lewis County, N. Y., who 
by reason of twenty-two years’ connection 
with the anatomical curiosity, has become 
much attached to it.’ Recently Mr. Smith 
determined to cease escorting the monstros- 
ity, and came to New York to allow Dr. J. 
D. Bryant, one of the visiting, surgeons of 
Bellevue, to effect a friendly separation 
with his scalpel. 

This strange nose starts frem the fore- 
head, much like other nasal equipments, 
but soon spreads out into a bulbous growth 
that is almost as large as a small baby’s 
entire face. The tip is not a tip, because 
it recedes, in apparent modesty, giving the 
impression that it thas been put to retreat 
by violence. Long exposure to Lewis Coun- 
ty sunshine has imparted a deep tan to 
this remarkable facial adornment, which is 
further decorated by several pleasing de- 
signs in freckles. By the tape, it is about 
eight inches long, and almost as much in 
circumference at its greatest diameter. 

Mr. Smith savs his curious exhibit began 
its career simultaneously with his. He at- 
tributes the disfigurement to pre-natal in- 
fluence, and says about three months be- 
fore he was born his father, unduly ex- 
hilarated, hit his mother on the nose, to 
its manifest detriment. At the time of his 
birth his nose was strangely marked, and 
it grew apace. while the rest of his person 
pursued an ordinary rate of increase. When 
he was a boy, Mr. Smith did not much ob- 
ject to his forepeak, as it was rather a 
distinction In Indian River to be so differ- 
ent from every one else. When he became 
of age, however, and found the fair and 
gentle Indian River lasses rather shy of his 
uncouth appendage, he did some hard think- 
neg. 

Dr. George E. Maurer, a surgeon of Gen. 
Lee’s staff, and now on furlough, spent a 
few weeks in the Adirondacks, in Lewis 
County, and met Mr. Smith. He told him 
modern surgery could probably bring down 
his nose to the usual size and so raised Mr. 
Smith’s hcpes that he accompanied the doc- 
tor to this city. Yesterday the nose was 
displayed at the clinic in the interests of 
science, and within a few days Dr. Bryant 
will undertake to operate upon it. 

Drs. Pierce and Joyce examined the pro- 
tuberance and are of the opinion that its re- 
duction to a more symmetrical shape and 
ordinary size will not involve cutting the 
bone. The skin will be cut so as to ré- 
serve enough to flap back and the undue 
growth removed, It will probably be ac- 
complished without danger to the subject. 

Mr. Smith said he suffefed no physical pain 
from the size of his main feature. He 
could breathe easily through his nostrils 
and his sense of smell was acute. It was 
Only to satisfy his aesthetic cravings that 
he had consented to an operation. 


WORK ON THE TAX BUDGET. 


The Mayor Comments Variously on 
the Applications of Several 
City Officials. 


The estimates of the various city depart- 
ments of their expenses for the coming year 
were again considered by the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment yesterday. The 
meeting of the board was enlivened to some 
extent by remarks from the Mayor in re- 
gard to the sums asked. 

Fire Commissioner Scannell presented an 
estimate of $4,443,000.66. The estimate for 


the Fire Department for this year was 
$4,354,022. It was shown, however, that’ the 
additional expense caused by legislation 
equalizing firemen’s salaries in the different 
boroughs was greater than the difference 
between the appropriation for this year and 
the estimate for 1899. The Mayor said he 
was well satisfied with the estimates, and 
they were approved. 

John W. Keller, President of the Depart- 
ment of Public Charities, presented esti- 
mates which showed a considerable increase. 
Mr. Keller explained that much money must 
be expended to repair the buildings on Ran- 
dall’s Island. 

‘“‘Have the members of the State Chari- 
ties Aid Association the right to visit these 
hospitals and make recommendations? ” 
asked the Mayor. 

“The law gives them that right,” said 
Commissioner Keller. 

“Why did they not make these recom- 
mendations during Mayor Strong’s term?” 
said the Mayor. 

“They were always making them, but the 
recommendations were not always heeded.” 

‘Well, if you get this money, I shall ex- 
pect the members of the society to keep an 
eye on you and see that you carry out these 
improvements,” said the Mayor; “but it 
seems incredible that so much money could 
have been spent during the administration 
of Mayor Strong and your department 
should get so little I wonder where did it 
go. I think I know where some of it went 
—in the Department of Public Works.’’ 

Commissioner of Charities Simis of the 
Brooklyn department said he wanted an in- 
crease for salaries because the board had 
cut down his estimates for 1898. 

‘“* We don’t want to go back to the system 
that formerly prevailed in that borough,” 
cried the Mayor. 

“TI won’t stand any imputation of that 
kind applied to my department,” retorted 
the Commissioner angrily. The Mayor sub- 
sided. 


TAXES FOR IMPROVEMENTS. 


Alderman McInnes Would Have Inter- 
est Paid on Advance Assessments. 


At the meeting of the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday, Alderman McInnes introduced an 
ordinance providing that ‘“‘ whenever the 
whole or any part of an assessment for a 


local improvement is required to be paid in 
before the undertaking of such improve- 
ment, the amount so paid in shall be en- 
titled to and credited with interest from 
the date of payment at the rate paid by 
savings banks on deposits at the time of 
such payment; but said interest shall cease 
upon the actual undertaking of such im- 
provement.”’ 

The Alderman said that taxation with- 
out adequate public improvement was man- 
ifestly unfair and that taxpayers were re- 
quired now to pay their taxes on assess- 
ments before even initial proceedings were 
begun for local improvements. 

It was decided that a committee ‘of five, 
representing the board, should be appointed 
to co-operate with the committee appointed 
by the Mayor to continue the efforts to 
hold a peace jubilee in this city. 


Council Henors C. F. Allen’s Memory. 


The City Council yesterday adopted reso- 
lutions in regard to the death of Council- 


man Charles F. Allen, and adjourned “ out 
of respect to the character and memory of 
the deceased.” The Council chamber will 
be draped in mourning for thirty days, 


RUN DOWN BY A CABLE CAR. 


Woman, Probably Fatally Hurt, Makes 
Her. Way Unaided to Her Home, 


Delia Kerns, thirty years old, a waitress, 
living at 213 East Twenty-eighth Street, 
was knocked down at Third Avenue and 


Twenty-eighth Street last night by an up- 
town Third Avenue cable car and received 
probably fatal injuries. The car proceeded 
on its way after the accident, without mak- 


ing a stop, and its occupants did not offer 


assistance. Some citizens: helped the wo- 
man to the walk. She protested that she 
was not seriously hurt, and managed to get 
to her home. 

She told Mrs. Millway, her landlady, that 
she had been hurt, and was assisted into 
bed. Mrs. Millway then left the room, Miss 
Kerns insisting that she would soon be all 
right. Half an hour later Mrs. Millway 
was attracted to the room by the injured 
woman’s groans, and found her delirious. 
She. called a policeman, and Bellevue Hos-

CORNELL MEDICAL COLLEGE 


Formal Opening Exercises Are 
Held in the Lecture Room. 


PRESIDENT SCHURMAN SPEAKS 


Dr. William M. Polk, Dean of the Col- 
lege, Outlines the Work to 
be Accomplished. 


The medical department of Cornell Uni- 
versity, which owes its creation to the gen- 
erous endowment by Col. Q. H. Payne, held 
its formal opening exercises last night in the 
lecture room of the college building in Belle- 
vue Hospital grounds. This medical college 
will occupy the building of the Loomis La- 
boratory, opposite Bellevue Hospital, and 
the college building in the grounds of Belle- 
vue Hospital pending the completion of ex- 
tensive new buildings. 

About 400 persons had gathered in the 
lecture room last night when the opening 
exercises were begun. On the platform were 
seated Dr. Jacob Gould Schurman, President 
of Cornell University; Dr. William M. Polk, 
Dean of the college; Gen. Alfred C. Barnes 
of the Board of Trustees, and Drs. L. A. 
Stimson, Newton Shaffer, Gorham Bacon, 
Clifton Edgar, Charles L. Dana, W. Gil- 
man Thompson, George Woolsy, George T. 
Elliot, Austin Flint, Frederic S. Dennis, and 
John Rogers, Jr., all of the Faculty, 

The first speaker of the evening was 
President Schurman, who came from Ithaca 


to preside at the meeting. He was intro- 
duced by Dr. Stimson. Dr. Schurman said, 
in part: 

The origin of the Cornell University Medical 
College reminds one of the birth of Minerva. 
That goddess, you remember, sprang full-armed 
from the brain of Jove. Our Medical College is 
of almost as miraculous a creation. A year ago 
no one dreamed of its existence. To-day it 
stands before the world with an actual organiza- 
tion and a potency of achievement which presage 
its manifest destiny as the American Acropolis 
of Aesculapius. I know no better illustration of 
Prof. Huxley’s saying that ‘‘the question of 
medical education is, in a very large and broad 
sense, a question of finance.’’ Most assuredly 
this institution could not have come into exist- 
ence but for the unlimited capital which a wise 
nead and generous hand have furnished for its 
foundation and support. That munificent gift is 
the offering to humanity of one who feels deep 
sympathy with his suffering fellow-men, and 
who believes that their lot is to be ameliorated 
by the elevation of medical education. 

The work and fame of this medical college are 
in the hands of its Faculty. You will agree with 
me that they are in safe keeping there. But I 
should not have done justice to my own feel- 
ings, or fully described the support of this in- 
stitution, if I did not mention another feature 
of its existence, a feature which I may be par- 
doned for thinking of cardinal importance as it 
explains and justifies—especially as nothing I 
have to say would else justify—the prominence 
which has been given to my unworthy self in 
these proceedings. This medical college is a de- 
partment of Cornell University. And by that de- 
scription I mean to say that it is a real, integral, 
and vital part of the university. In other words 
the legal corporation, known as Cornell Univer- 
has exactly the same rights, powers, re- 
sponsibilities, and jurisdiction in regard to this 
new department as it has hitherto exercised in 
regard to every other department of the uni- 
versity. 

Dr. Schurman spoke at length concerning 
the attitude of Cornell University to the 
sciences of nature aaa of the future of the 
medical department. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Schurman’s ad- 
dress, Dr. William M. Polk outlined the 
work to be accomplished in the new medical 
department, and spoke of the bright future 
ahead of the institution. 

Letters were received from Gov. Black 
and ex-Gov. Flower expressive of regret at 
their inability to be present at the exer- 
cises. 


COLUMBIA FRESHMEN CAPTURED 


Sophomores Make Them Sing and Play 
Rough Riders. 


The first meeting between the Columbia 
freshmen and.sophomores occurred yester- 
day morning. A number of sophomores 
scoured the university grounds and capt- 
ured a few freshmen. The captives were 
led to Barnard College. Before a number 
of sympathetic college girls an impromptu 
concert was rendered by the freshmen, led 


by the smallest member of the class, with 
an umbrella for a baton. 

An imitation of the Rough Riders fol- 
lowed, one freshmen on another’s back, and 
the performers had been ordered to ‘‘change 
horses "’ when reinforcements for the hap- 
less under-classmen arrived. The street Tn 
front of Barnard College was filled with a 
mass of fighting, sprawling students, The 
sophomores succeeded in quelling the out- 
break just as a messenger from Dean Van 
Amringe arrived and stopped the sopho- 
mores’ frolic. 


HIGHER EDUCATION OF WOMEN. 


Valuable Property Bequeathed to the 
University of Pennsylvania. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 4.—At a meeting 
to-day of the trustees of the University 
of Pennsylvania it was announced that Col. 
Joseph M. Bennett, the late merchant and 
philanthropist, had bequeathed to the insti- 
tution a number of valuable properties 
valued at over $400,000, to be devoted to the 
higher education of women. The buildings 


are all on Chestnut Street, and include the 
Chestnut Street Opera House. Several 
years ago Col. Bennett gave to the Univer- 
sity property at Thirty-fourth Street and 
Walnut Street. 

The will of the dead philanthropist was 
deposited in the Register of Wills office to- 
day, but its contents were not made public 
pending the caveat filed by his only daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Imogene Wellens.

Whipple of Minnesota Second Vice Chair- 
man, Samuel. A. Green of Boston Secretary, 
and J. L. McCurry of Washington General 
Agent.

Treasurer of the fund. 

Last year’s Executive Committee was re- 
elected, as follows: Chief Justice Fuller, 
William A. Courtenay, Dr. Daniel C. Gil- 
man, Charles M. Fenner, and James D. 
Porter, with Chairman Evarts ex-officio. 

The Finance Committee was also left un- 
changed, except for the substitution of 
Judge H. M. Somerville of Alabama for Gro- 
ver Cleveland. The committee now is: 
William M. Evarts, Judge Somerville, 
Joseph H. Choate, and George Peabody

at the meeting. 

The annual dinner was served last night, 
with ex-President and Mrs. Harrison, and 
Mrs. Grant, whose husband, Gen. U. S. 
Grant, was an original trustee, as guests 
of honor. Wives. and aaughters of the 
trustees were other guests. In accordance 
with time-honored custom the toast to Mr. 
Peabody was drunk in silence, and there 
were no speeches. 


FOG STILL HOLDS SHIPPING. 


A Few Vessels Able to Leave and 
Enter the Harbor.

CROWD PUNISHED WRONG MAN. 


West Thirtieth Street Mob Caught the 
J anitor Instead of the Wife- 
Beater. 


Joseph Byrnes, @ coachman who lives 
at 249 West Thirtieth Street, threw a 
hatchet at his wife yesterday afternoon 
when she refused him money, then beat 
her head with a hammer till her skull 
broke. Then he emptied his revolver into 
the air. The woman’s screams and the 
pistol shots drew a crowd of a thousand 
persons in a few minutes. Several police- 
men from the Wesi Thirtieth Street Station 
hurried to the house. 

When Byrnes heard them coming up the 
Stairs he jumped out of the window twenty- 
five feet. He landed unhurt and ran into the 
alley alongside of the house. 

Just as Byrnes was making his way un- 
seen through the alley, the janitor of the 
house, Thomas McIntyre, stepped out. The 
crowd, thinkine him to be the wife-beater, 
seized him. He was down in an instant, 
and several men kicked him in the face. 
His jaw was broken. The crowd cried 
“Lynch him!” “ Kill him!” and “ String 
him up!” 

The policemen had meanwhile caught 
Byrnes in the alley. They heard the crowd 
roaring, and rushed out in front of the 
house in time to save the janitor from fur- 
ther injury. 

The janitor was nearly unconscious, and 
his jaw was hanging. He was taken to 
his home. Mrs. Byrnes was taken to the 
New York Hospital. Byrnes was taken to 
the West Side Court, where he was held 
without bail for further examination. 


ARRESTED AFTER FIVE YEARS. 


Alleged Defaulter Surrenders Himself 
in Office of Former Employers. 


Henry Kevlin, Jr., formerly a clerk for 
French & Ward, woolen importers, and by 
them alleged to be a defaulter, was arrest- 


ed yesterday by Detective Sergeant, Reilly 
of the District Attorney’s Office on a bench 
warrant issued immediately after Kevlin’s 
disappearance from the city, in 1893. French 
& Ward assert tnat Kevlin forged the firm’s 
name on thousands of dollars’ worth of 
che¢ks. Kevlin and another were trusted 
employes of French & Ward. They opened 
an account in a versey City bank, in which 
it is alleged, they cleared -their forged 
checks.. Both men disappeared suddenly. 
Suit was brought against the bank in Jer- 
sey City to recover the amount secured on 
the forged checks, and judgment was ob- 
tained for $10,000. The. two men were traced 
to New Mexico and there lost. 

Kevlin walked yesterday imto the office of — 
French & Ward and offered to surrender ~ 
himself. His arrest followed. He was ar- 
raigned before Judge Fitzgerald, in Part L, 
General Sessions, and committed to the 
Tombs to await trial. Kevlin lived at 189 
Adams Street, Brooklyn,
